NAGASAKI. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Naaasakr, April 9, 1870. 
I last wrote you on the 24th ult. We hear the English mail of 
11th Febraary: reached Shanghai on the lst inst., but when it is 


likely to reach this is very doubtful, as the Cadiz will go on to 
Hong Kong to receive new boilers. Sword-drawing has again 
been revived at this port. A few nights since Lieut. Gough, com- 


manding H.M.’s gunboat Grasshopper, and an officer from H.M.’s 
corvette Zebra, while passing through the native town, acciden- 
tally pushed against a man wearing two swords, and, thinking 
nothing of the circumstance, were about to provers on their way 
when one of them discovered the fellow in the act of drawing his 
long sword from tha sheath. The two officers having no weapon 
of any kind were compelled in self-defence to take it away from 
him, and in the scuffle he was knocked down; and on a he 
made an attempt to use the short one, with like results. Had he 
killed the two officers the matter would most probably have ter- 
minated with results similar to those relating to the poor fellows 
belonging to the Jcarus, but as he got the worst of the struggle 
the delinquent soon finds the whereabouts of the official residence 
of H B.M.’s representative, and the native authorities have lodged 
a complaint with that gentleman ; but he should have thought of 
this method before he made the attempt to assassinate, ag it is 
now clear that he only does so to screen himself from the conse- 
quences of having lost his swords. 

The above is not the only case, I am sorry to say. Messrs. 
Bohlens and Rasch were walking through the town on the 7th 
inst. and met a couple of these two-sworded ruffians, who were 
inclined to push against them, but they avoided a collision b 
getting out of the way. Bohlens and Rasch soon after left eac 
other, and the former, on reaching Desima, was surprised to find 
the same fellows there, who this time were bolder still, and 
attempted to make him get out of the wa a a but being near 
home he refused to do so; a scuffle took place, and while one 
fellow seized him by the hands another drew out his sword, 
happily without inflicting any injuries, as Bohlens managed to 
Be away from them by slipping his hands from his gloves, which 

e left, together with his hat, in possession of the Japanese cut- 
throats. 

In my last I reported that a native priest had misconducted 
himself at the French cathedral here, and have since been informed 
that “the poor fellow was drunk.” 

The corvette [ho Sho Maru was duly banded over to the officers of 
the Prince of Hiogo on the 7th inst., with the customary salutes pe- 
culiar to the Japanese on such occasions ; the house flag of Messrs. 
Glover and Co. was hauled down with a salute of seven guns. 
Since my last the small steamer ome, known formerly as the 
William 1V., has had her flag changed from British to Japanese, 
and now belongs to the same Prince.

mains in port ; the Dove arrived from Hiogo on the same day, and 
sailed for Shanghai March 28; the corvette Zebrs arrived from 
Hiogo April 4, and left for Hong Kong on the 7th; the French 
frigate Venus arrived from Shanghai April 2, and lefé for Hiogo 
and Yokohama on the 7th.

YOKOHAMA. 

Advices from this port by the P. and 0. mail are to the 10th 
April. The outward mail of Feb. 17 arrived on April 7. We take 
the following from the Japan Herald :— 

We recorded a mail or two back n threatened attack upon the 
secretary of the French Legation at Yedo. It now falls to our lot 
to record a supposed attempt to murder Major Shepard, the US. 
Consul at Yedo, in his bed at the hotel. Awakened by a rustle, 
he fired at the intruder, who fled, unharmed by either of two 
shots. Subsequent search disclosed that in the possession of the 
servants were false keys to every lock in the house. It is conjec- 
tured that a clique hostile to fereigners have determined to assas- 
sinate some one of note amongst them in order to bring trouble 
upon the existing Government, and thus be avenged for permit- 
ting their residence in Japan. 

The flying squadron has arrived at Yokohama, including the Ziver- 
pool, Phebe, Barossa, Endymion, Liffy, and Scylla. They stay ten 
days, and then go home. Passage from Australia occupied fifty- 
six days. Barossa takes the place of the Peart. 

It is stated in Yedo that the disturbances in Chosiu’s territory 
have been brought to an end, after two days’ skirmishing, in which 
some men were killed and several wounded. Government and 
Satsuma troops, and Chosiu samourat were the combatants ; the 
latter, after their defeat, fled into the adjacent country. 

Rumour has it that Sir Harry Parkes. K.C.B., the present British 
Minister for Japan, is not unlikely to be shortly accredited to 
Peking. 

The Thabor, which was sent out here by the Messageries Impe- 
riales Company, has been sold to the Japanese Government for 
the sum of $90,000, and will be employed as a despatch boat, 
running as regularly as circumstances will permit, and carrying 
the high officers of the Government, despatches, &c. She will 
also be employed on the lighthouse service. 

A native mail service, carrying passengers and freight, is about 
to be established, under the management of the “ Commercial 
Department,” hetween Yokohama and Koté. The steamer Dem- 
ee belonging to the Japanese Government, is to ply on this 

ine.

York, and 1,020 packages of tea aad 150 bales of silk for Europe, 
The following is a summary of her news, as telegraphed to New 
York :— 


Admiral Hornby arrived from Australia and visited Yedo. where 
he was entertained by the Mikado. The Admiral sailed again for 
Vancouver's Island on the 19th instant. Thedisturbances in Cnosiu’s 
territory terminated after twodays’ skirmishing. Several were killed 
and wounded on both sides, Tne Japanese budget for last year 
showsa deficit of £2,500,000, which is equal to one-half the Imperial 
revenue. Attempts recently made by the Japanese to assas<inate 
Charles O Shepard, the American Consul at Yedo, had been frus- 
trated. A rumour is in circulation that Sir Harry Parkes, the 
British Minister to Japan, will soon be transferred to Peking. 
Outrages on foreigners are of frequent occurrence. A shock of 
earthquake was experienced recently, but no damage done. The 
British bark St. Dunstan, from Glasgow for Yokohama was wrecked 
forty miles from her destination, and four of her crew were lost. 
The import market is unchanged. The arrivals are numerous, 
and all contain general cargoes. The tea season is nearly over, 
and transactions are limited. Exchange has advanced one far- 
thing The silk market is active, and the high prices are main- 
tained ; the season has been favourable and the arrivals small ; 
the settlements have been 600 bales.

TIENTSIN. 

From Tientsin we have news of a serious defeat inflicted on the 
Imperialists in Shense ; the state of things in that province is 
very bad, and causes great anxiety to the officials. It seems to be 
a fact that the Goverument does contemplate opening coal mines 
in the Ohihli province ; and we are assured that engines are noW 
being made in the Tientsin arsenal for pumping out water and rais- 
ing cual. 
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SHANGRAI. 
The outward mail of Feb. 17 (French) arrived on the 5th April. 
Telegrams to 22nd March via Kiachta. Latest dates from Shanghai 


are to the 12th April. 

The following items are from the Worth China Herald of 5th 
and 12th April: —The same sudden change to extreme heat, which 
we experienced last week in Shanghai, seems to have extended to 
Tientsin. A correspondent writes, on the 24th ult., that the ther- 
mometer out of doors in the shade was registering 98, and in a 
Tooms 74. 

The third of the Shanghai Temperance Society's lectures of this 
season was delivered by Mr. J. Barr Robertson, before one of the 
largest audiences that we have seen assembled on a similar occa- 
sien in Shanghai. The lecture, on “ the Sabjection of Women,” 
was an able one, and was listened to with much interest. 

Rumour, of course, is very rife as to the next likely British Mi- 
nister at Peking. A correspondent suggested Mr. Erskine, our 

resent representative at Athens ; the name of Mr. Thornton, now 

.M.'s Ambassador to Washington, is also mentioned ; but these 
are, of course, only rumours, and we merely give them as such. 

From Hankow we learn that the river is rising rapidly, in con- 
sequence of the late heavy rain. The British Government have 
determined to withdraw their contribution in aid of the Chaplaincy 
at Haukow ; and the community, feeling unable to support a 
chaptain without assistance, are compelled to relinquish Mr. 
McClatchie’s services after the end of March. This is only one 
phase of retrenchment. We hear that the extra allowance granted 
some tine ago to members of the Consular staff, while resident in 
Shanghai, is also to be stopped. Another order, to cease insuring 
public buildings, is a wiser economy. The Government is a suffi- 
ciently large owner to be its own insurer. 

A meeting of the Cricket Club was held on the Ist of April, at 
which Mr. Groom was elected President—Sir E. Horaby declining 
the post on account of his approaching departure for England— 
awd the previous committee were re-appointed. Nine new mem- 
bers were proposed ; and it was agreed to pay the rent, Tis. 900, 
due to the Recreation Fund, which had been withheld until the 
latter was in a position to give a proper lease. 

The question of river frontage has been again under discussion, 
with reference to a letter on the subject written by Mr. Cunning- 
ham directly after leaving Shanghai. Mr. Cunningham opposed 
the construction of landing stages off the English Bund, on the 
ground that ships would interfere with the view, and would 
freatly inconvenience cargo-boats. We differ from Mr. Cunning- 

*sarguments. Though we have always opposed the erection 
of any buildings in front of the Bund, we do not consider ships 
an obstruction, aud would gladly see measures taken to render 
their xppr-ach possible. The best answer to the objections put 
forward by Mr. Cunuingham to the mooring of steamers off the 
English Bund is the aspect of the French Bund, where ships are 
pouetentls lying, and which is the preferable promenade of the 
Wo. 

The Registration case in which Mr. Michie was defendant 
has come to anend. In accordance with the decision, a warrant 
was issued after the trial, callmg upon Mr. Michie to pay $11.50. 
He did not do so, and a distress warrant was issued ; but the 
constable failed to find any property belonging to Mr. Michie. 
There might or might not be some in the house; but he was 
warned from touching any belonging to the firm! A warrant 
was next issued ordering Mr. Michie’s arrest, pending payment of 
the sum claimed (now swollen to $12 50), by costs,) and imprison- 
ment for two months in the Consular jail in default. Consider- 
ing, epperentl? ue ae hae nee resistance as far as he 
oonrenicntly could, Mr. Michie declined this prospec i 
the $11.50.” janie ee 

A second case. similar to that of Mr. Michie’s, occurred. Mr. 
Macdonnell had declined to pay his fine, and had been distra ined 
upon ineffectually, so he was arrested, and given the option of pay- 
bent or two months’ imprisonment; he elected imprisonment, but 
shied at the last moment at tue aspect of the cell allotted to him 
and paid. 

The Land Renters’ meeting is fixed for the 9th May. The fol- 
lowing is the list of new Municipal Couneillors elected : Dix- 
well (75), Purdon (70), Probst (66), Reid. (66), Jellicoe (63),

It is said that the refuse commonly known as “ Maloo tea” has 
been condemned at home, and is likely to be prevented from find- 
ing ite way into consuurption. We shall not be sorry to see the 
export of this second-hand rabbésh stopped ; but the luss occa- 
sioned will be rather serious, as it is said that £30,000 worth is on 
its way home. 





HONG KONG. 

From this port our advices are to the 19th April. The outward 
mail of Feb. 25, conveying London telegrams to March 19, was 
received April 8. The following items of news are from the 
Overland China Mad :— 

Hie Fxcellency the Governor end Lady MacDonnell teok their 
departure on the 12th, per Japan, for Yokohama. In spite of the 
rain, which fell heavily during the time, a lazge coneoune of 
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residents assembled at Pedder’s Wharf to witness their embarka- 
tion, and bid them farewell. The Army and Navy, Government 
officials, and persons of all ranks and classes were well re; resented. 
The military escort consisted of one wing of the 29th Madras 
infantry, while the entire police force, from the Sikhs to the 
Lukongs, added feebly to the pageant. At half-past two the Go- 
vernor and his Lady drove down to the wharf, passing slowly 
through the ranks of the multitude, exchanging farewells and 
responding to the expressions of regret that were freely uttered. 
Amid deafening cheers and the pealing of artillery they embarked 
in the colonial barge, and proceeded on board the steamer, leaving 
behind them many warm friends both personal and public 

Another piracy on a North German schooner (the Gazelle) has 
taken place in close proximity to Hong Kong harbour. The 
affair of the Gazelle appears to have been one of the coolest and 
Most impertinent piracies yet recorded, though no violence was 
attempted on the part of the pirates. It is said that, when off 
Cupchi Point, the German brig was boarded bya Chinese junk, 
and the pirates firmly called upon the crew of the brig to deliver 
up so many chests of opium known to be on board. The drug 
having been secured by the pirates, they then demanded delivery 
of certain piece goods, &c., which were duly given up; and then 
the brig and her people were generously informed that they could 
go on their way reine It is very clear that the Gazelle— 
which was consigned to Messrs. Bourjau, Hubener, and Co., and 
left this port on the 25th March for Chefoe—must have been 
watched here and followed out, in the antiquated style adopted 
previously to the bencficial action of the Coast Ordinance ; and 
some record at the Harbour-master’s office, we should think, would 
serve to show the identity of the junk in fault. 

We understand that the N.G. frigate Hertha left this port on 
Friday evening on a cruise for information concerning this some- 
what cool appropriation, and returned here last night with a junk 
in tow. She started again early this morning ; and as we believe 
that a Chinese mandarin was taken on reset g it is probable that 
something may be heard of our piratical rovers. 

A life-size portrait of H. R. H. the Duke of Edinburgh has 
just been completed, by Mr. J Thompson, photographic artist. 
The portrait is a painting in oil, representing the Prince in his 
uniform of a captain of the Royal navy, and has been the result 
of much labour on the part of the artist. In the background 
is represented the frigate (‘alatea at anchor, and the Kowloong 
hills in the distance. II. R. UJ. is decorated with his various 
orders and the ribbon of the garter, and the likeness is an excel- 
lent one. It is placed in an appropriate frame of the artist’s own 
design, and will be hung on the walls of the City Hall as a sou- 
venir of the visit to this colony of the princely original, and the 
service he rendered to the Committee by inaugurating that in- 
stitution. 

We (China Mail) learn that a campaign, which it appears has 
been in progress for some time past on the frontiers of China (Pro- 
vince of Kwang-si) and Tonk-king, has been terminated with satis- 
factory results to the Imperial arms. The remnants of the rebels 
and banditti who, after the extinction of the great rebellion, 
gathered in the mountainous region of Western Kwany-si as a last 
foothold, were driven across the frontier a year or two ago by the 
Chinese troops, commanded by a very energetic General named 
Fung Tsze-teai, and took refuge in Tong-king, where the Anamese 
authorities were powerleas to impede their ingress. Since then, we 
learn, a combined attack upon the refugee insurgents has been 
organised, and some two months ago they were surrounded, as we 
learn, and ruthlessly slaughtered. Ten thousand is the number 
at which the dest uction of lives is estimated. If the report as it 
reaches us be correct, this may be looked upon as the veritable 
close of the last act of the Taiping rebellion. 

The steamer Prince Kung went ashore on Crab Island, some fif- 
teen miles north of Sharp Peak, in a dense fog, and became a total 
wreck. Captain Brown and crew reached Foochow on 27th March, 
much exhausted. The Naval Court of Inquiry decided that the 
loss was caused by Charles Brown, only mate, who is a German, 
and held no certificate. > 

Mr. Moss the gertleman appointed by the Hong Kong Chamber 
of Commerce to proceed into the iaterior to collect information 
as to trading matters, will start this morning for Canton, whence 
he will proceed up the West River, passing Wuchaufoo, Sinchaufoo 
and Nanningfoo, as far on the river as is navigable, which is under- 
stood to be Pehshiting, {in Kwangse, whence he will proceed 
westward. 

We learn that the British Government has expressed its disap- 
proval of its Consular officers accepting the position of Consuls 
in China for other Powers. This decision, though especially re- 
ferring to the Austrian Consular appointments which have heen 
temporarily held by British officials, will probably prevent Mr. 
Medhurst from undertaking the duty of Portaguese Consul at 
Shanghai, for which he had been recommended, and that office 
will once more go begging.

BATAVIA. 
The HandelsWad says :— 
We are informed by persons recently from Pontianak that about 
four weeks ago the Italian corvette Princess Clotide stayed there 
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some time. The commander and some of the officers went on 
shore, and were received with cordial hospitality by the Resident, 
Mr. Kater. The Resident being on the point of undertaking a voy- 
age by sea to Sintang, proposed to the Italian officers to accompany 
him thither, which offer was eagerly accepted. It excited the asto- 
nishment of the foreign guests to find various posts pushed for- 
ward so far into the interior. On their return on board, they took 
a particularly hearty farewell of the Resident. We learn from 
the same source that the Resident probably will not avail himself 
of the furlough for Java granted him, but apparently prefers pay- 
ing a return visit next month to the Governor of Labuan. 

The continual rains which fell in the months of January and 
February last have contributed much to cause favourable expec- 
tations to arise regarding the production of tinat Billiton, although 
at first it appeared unfavourable. In 1869 a total of 36,750 
piculs were obtained, ulmost 5,600 piculs more than were produced 
in 1868. This island is only one-third the size of Banca. The 
State profited by this production to the amount of 1,090.05 piculs 
of tin in kind, or, in cash, amounting altogether to £.68,701.50 ; 
the export duties on the whole production of tin for 1869 was 
£.94,232 98. Thus, adding this to the former amount, it gives the 
total profit to the State f.162,933.48 on tin from Billiton. An 
official notification states that 450,000 piculs of sugar and 50,000 
gems of coffee will be sold during the months of April, August, 

eptember, October, and November, 1870, on days specified below, 
at ten o’clock in the forenoon, in the locality of the Handels 
Vereeniging, which will be accessible to everyone on the occasion.

(FROM A CORRESPONDENT.) 
THE CREMATION CEREMONIES OF THE LATE KING. 

By last mail we received information of the cremation of the 
remains of Somdet Phra Paramendr Maha Mongkut, the late 
King of Siam. His Majesty died so long since as October, 1868, 
of jungle fever, contracted during a short residence in the jungles 
of the Malay Peninsula, which he had visited to observe a total 
eclipse of the sun. His embalmed remains having been placed 
in a sitting attitude in a large silver cylinder, enclosed in a very 
hand ome gold and jewelled case or urn, were set in state on a 
throne or altar in the western wing of the Maha Prasat, the great 
Throne Hall. All the insignia of royalty—umbrellas of many 
stages, swords, conch-shells, tribute trees of gold and silver, and 
numerous other gold and jewelled ornaments and utensils—were 
arranged around the urn. The food vessels were daily reple- 
nished with food ; priests, mourners, and pages were in constant 
attendance, foreiyn officials took audience, and, in short, for 
nearly eighteen months, during which the lying in state lasted, 
royal honours were paid to the departed. According to custom, 
the cremation had to take place in a building specially erected 
for the occasion of timber specially felled for it, and as some of 
the logs (the four central columns) required to be of immense 
length (from two hundred to two hundred and fifty feet long), and 
could only be obtained from distant provinces, considerable time 
elapsed before the materials were collected. Once that they were 
collected, the actual building only occupied a few months, during 
which time the chief members of Government occupied them- 
selves with little else. The finished building was a gorgeous tem- 
ple, between 200 and 300 feet high, the centre surmounted 
by a richly ornateand gilt pyramidal spire, from which projected 
four wings with gable roofs. In the centre of the building was a 
handsome pyramid, about sixty feet high, on which the urn rested 
during the ceremonies preceding the cremation. Everything was 
richly gilt, and much artistic skill was shown in general arrange- 
ment, and in the patterns of the details, so that the effect, when 
not too closely viewed, was splendid, but on close inspection one 
was rather disappointed at the poor appearance of paint, tinsel, and 
spangles. A large court, in which this central building stood, was 
full of quaint models illustrating manners and customs. heavens 
and hells, &c.,a sort of museum attracting continual crowds of 
sight-scers ; around it were retiring-rooms for the King. priests, 
and noblemen, and storerooms for the immense number of objects 
brought there to be given away to those who attended. Outside 
this court, scattered over a space about half-a-mile in extent, were 
numerous theatres, stands. for tumblers and ropedancers, and 
illars for pyrotechnic displays, an arena for displays of riding, 
oxing, sinzlestick, d&c., and several buildings in which throughout 
the day food was given gratis to all applicants. Foreigners were 
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not forgotten, and received most hospitable treatment in rooms 
set apart for them. 

The ceremonies commenced on the 7th of March, when there © 
were some pugilistic and other contests in presence of the King 
and Court, terminating with a grand display of fireworks. A 
similar performance took place every day until the 12th, the day 
appointed for moving the body to its place in the cremation 
building. On that day the urn was dragged along in a ponderous 
State car, accompanied by a very large procession, including the 
First aud Second Kings, the chief priests, the Regent, and many 
other Princes and nobles clothed in white, and with shaven heads, 
The foreign Consuls were all invited to witness the procession from 
a building in which they were entertained by the Minister for Fo- 
reign Affairs; the only notable absentee was our own Consul- 
General. On reaching the cremation building the urn was thrice 
carried round the before described central pyramid, and them raised 
ontoit From the 12th to the 18th the ceremonies continued, their 
nature being rather that of a high festival than of a mourning 
occasion. Chinese and Siamese actors and ballet-dancers, mario- 
nettes, tumblers, and professional amusement-givers of all descrip- 
tions exhibited from morning to night in presence of an im- 
mense crowd. Every afternoon the King appeared. A special 
fete was held before him; priests, noblemen, and distinguished 
foreign guests received various customary presents, and the crowd 
in general scrambled for money and lottery tickets enclosed in 
limes ; actors aud dancers, singlestick players, and others exhi- 
bited until dusk, when the performances ended with a brilliant 
display of fireworks, while fiery dragons and other monsters, in- 
geniously formed of numerous linked lamps carried on sticks, 
played over the heads of the crowd. 

On the 18th, a pyre having been raised in place of the upper 
part of the golden pyramid in the centre of the building, the sil- 
ver cylinder was replaced on it, a sandalwood model being sub- 
stituted for the golden urn, and the young King lit the pyre of 
his father. The Second King and all the chief princes and 
nobles followed in order of rank, each adding some scented wood 
and wax tapers, and the fierce blaze soon required water thrown 
over it to reduce its fury. Volumes of smoke filled the building, 
and thousands of mourners raised a most affecting wail, many— 
especially the large family who lost in the late King a most affec- 
tionate father—genuinely weeping, but the most wailing conven- 
tionally. Next morning a few white bone ashes were collected, 
and placed in a small gold urn, the remaining ashes being carried 
away, and escorted by several state barges a short distance below 
the city, where they were cast into the river. The ceremonies, the 
shows, and the feasting continued for three days more, being, in 
the words of the Siamese, the festival for the consecration of the 
royal relics, and then the little urn was carried into the palace, 
and the place that had been for fifteen days thronged by crowds 
of sightseers was left deserted by all but a small body of work- 
men busily engaged in demolishing the buildings. 





STRAITS SETTLEMENTS.

SINGAPORE. 

The dates are down to the 26th April. The outward mail of 
the 11th March arrived on the 14th April, and the French mail of 
the 17th on the 20th. 

The following summary is from the Straits Times of April 26 :— 

The fortnight has been more than usually dull. There has been 

a lull in political matters, and the Legislative Council not yet 
being in session, nor the day announced for its opening, there are 
no questions of any public interest for discussion. There has 
been a meeting of the Executive Council, at which a proclamation: 
was directed to be issued prohibiting the exportation of arms from 
the Colony to the territory of the Sultan of Salengore or the region 
of the Klang river. This step was adopted in consequence of a 
complaint by the Rajah of Quedah that he was nabs to quell 
the disturbances at Klang, they being kept alive by the importa- 
tion of arms and munitions of war from Malacca. The Colonial 
steamer Rainbow left this for Malacca on the 22nd inst., and if 
advices received there rendered it necessary, would proceed to 
Klang. As she has not yet returned, it is probable she has been 
despatched on this service. 
_ The letter of the Straits Association to Earl Granville, on the 
subject of the supplementary Convention to the treaty with 
China, reached us by last mail, and sets forth some very forcible 
arguments against the appointment of Chinese Consuls in this 
colony. That such a concession would be productive of 
most mischievous consequences no one with any knowledge 
of our social organisation can for a moment doubt. How- 
ever little harm might result from the residence of Chinese 
Consuls in the great cities of Europe, where they would have 
little to do, there can be no question that here, where fully 
one-half, if not more, of the population are Chinese, it would seri- 
ously derange the working of the local administration, and be 
likely to engender dissatisfaction among the Chinese, who are at 
present contented under the protection of British authority. And 
to the European population it is to be feared the consequences 
would be disastrous in the extreme. That squeezes, extortion, 
and intimidation would be practised upon their countrymen by 
these officials may be taken for qenated, such being the syste 
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practiced in their own country, and, instead of benefiting by the 
change, the result would be that their enlightenment would be 
seriously retarded. . : 

The Bishop of the Diocese is here, and has administered con- 
firmation toa large number of communicants. On Friday lust 
this rite was administered to about one hundred and fifty men of 
H. M. 8. Donegal, which vessel has arrived here and sailed again 
for Hong Kong. The candidates from Singapore have been con- 
firmed.

The /carus is to remain on 
the station, and her commander, Lord C. Scott, will be senior 
naval officer. —

Fancy Cottons: Fair inquiry for Brocades and 
Spotted Shirtings, and a little demand for Velvets, Chintzes of good pat- 
tern, Maslins, and Dyed Shirtings, but the prices offered had generally been 
under the ideas of sellers, and hence a small business. Stock of Brocades, 
Spots, and Muslins much reduced, and holders disinclined to accept lower 
rates. Woollens: All kinds were out of demand, and quotations were 
nominal.

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THE SUEZ CANAL. 

‘We have received from the directors of the Canal Company a 
telegram dated Port Said, May 24th, announcing that the Messa. 
geries steamer Peiho, with the China mail, had passed safely 
through, as well as the British steamers Hlizabeth and Apollo, the 
Austrian steamer Sphynz,and the French steamer Europe. A 
telegram from Ismailia, of the 27th inst., announces the passage 
of the Cambode with the incoming French mail, the French de- 
spatch boat Lucifer (returning to China), and the English steamers 
Star, Alnwick Castle, and Atlas. 

A tabular statement just issued by the company shows the 
monthly receipts arising from the traffic through the Canal up to 
the end of April.

CHARTERED MERCANTILE BANK OF INDIA, 
LONDON, AND CHINA. 

The twelfth annual zeneral meeting was held on the 17th inst., at 
the bank, 65, Broad street, Geo. G. Nicol, Esq., in the chair. 

. The report of the directora for the year ending Dec. 31, 1869, will 
be found in our commercial columns. 

The Chairman moved its adoption, remarking that the figures of 
the present were not very different from those of the previous half- 
year. They afforded the same evidence of the confidence of the pub- 
lic in the bank, in the increase of deposits, but he was sorry to add 
that the meuns of employing those deposits during the last six months 
had been seriously crippled by the depressed state of trade in the 
East, and the profits of the bank had been materially affected in con- 
sequence. The increase in the deposits since that time last year was 
£1,100.000, which was eatisfactory in itself, but, on the other hand, 
at no period since he had been connected with the institution had they 
experienced so much difficulty in advantageously employing the 
money. This was one cause why they bad been unable to realise the 
usual rate of profits. Another was that the entire trade of the East 
was in a sort of transition state, consequent upon the establishment 
of telegraphic communication and the opening of the Suez Canal. 
But these causes were, he thought, only temporary, and he caw no 
reason why, when things settled down, they should not return to bet- 
ter results. One permanent cffect of the establishment of telegraphic 
communication which he anticipated would be to make money much less 
valuable in Indiathanit had hithertobeen. The working power of money 
would be increased, and smaller reserves conscquently would be neces- 
sary. They had therefore already taken steps to reduce the rate of 
interest on deposite, and they would be obliged eventually to make a 
very considerable reduction—but the increase of deposits continued 
nevertheless. ‘The directors had not felt themselves in a position to 
make such a reduction in the past due outstandings as they had ex- 
pected, but the amount bad been reduced to some extent, and when 
they could sce their way eafely to close the account entirely they would 
be glad todo so. They were proceeding gradually with the liquida- 
tions, and upon the whole had no reason tu be disappointed with the 
result. Answering some questions which had been sent to him in 
writing by a shareholder, he said that the directors were fully alive to 
the reavons for investing a large portion of the cash and bullion in 
hand in Government securities, adding that although the previous 
account showed some reduction owing to realisations made for the pur- 
pose of closing certain accounts, the total had been added to during 
the last few months; and in regard to the effect of the telegraphic 
communication on the exchanges, and consequently on the profits of 
the bank, he believed it would be not to increase profits but to enable 
them to curry out their transactions with more rapidity, and avert those 
violent fluctuations which occurred in 1866 and 1867, that it would 
equalize the value of money, and as he hoped increase the safety of 
banking in India and China. 

Mr. Richards complained of the high rate of expense, which 
amounted, he said, to 60 per cent. on the profits. With this exception, 
he approved of the report, the adoption of which he seconded with 
great pleasure. 

Another Shareholder asked when they might hope to sec the last of 
the incubus of £283,500 which they had paid as the result of the un- 
fortunate year 1866. 

The Chairman replied that the expenses had occupied the sciious 
attention of the directcra; but, looking at the importance of having 
none but cfficient servants, and the greater expense necessarily of 
carrying on a bank in India and China than in England, he could not 
hold out a hope of any serious reduction. He repeated that the hoard 
were most, anxious to extinguish the overdue outst ndings, but they 
did not think they were in a position to do so now. At the last mect- 
ing, in answer toa question, he said that the total amount still out- 
standing was under £100,000, and he said the same now. In reply to 
further questions, be added that the £210,000 which appeared in the 
agsets as linded and house property represented the premises in Broad- 
street, a considerable portion cf which was profitably Iet off, and tlic 
branches in India and China. It was all freehold. He could not say 
what rate of dividend would be paid in July. 

The motion was carried unanimously, and the retiring directors, 
Megsrs. Nicol and Robertson, were re-elected, the Chairman intimat- 
ing that 1 special meeting would he called to fill up the vacancy c :used 
by the retirement of Mr. Gilman, and for which the board recom- 
mended Mr, E. J. Daniell, of the firm of Daniell and Co., East India | 
merchants.

SHorergn Intelligence. 


GERMANY. 
(FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT.) 
Hameure, May 24. 

The King of Prussia closed the Session of the German Zollverein 
Parliament last week by reading in person the Speech from the Throne, 
thanking the members for their patriotic feelings with the usual ver- 
bose and meaningless platitudes common on such occasions in other 
countries besides Germany. It was a very short Ses-ion, there having 
been only thirteen aittings. There were two Treaties of Commerce 
(with Mexico and the King of the Sandwich Islands) to be ratified, and 
a Bill for securing the rights of authors; but all this was speedily got 
throuzh, and the most important part of the business was the revision 
of the tariff, on the subject of which there was a great diversity of 
opinion felt and expressed, for the Protectionists and the Freetraders 
were bronght into direct contact with each other, and had to fight 
their battle with such eloquence and reasons as they could find. The 
Bill itself was liberal enough, but the Protectioniste, who swarm in 
the South of Germany and have very distorted views of political 
economy—or rather none at all—and living inland, where they never 
saw the ocean, and, therefore, can have no very clear perception of the 
benefits arising from free trade with all the world, opposed it with 
great vehemence, and though they formed a minority uf about one- 
third of the whole number of members, it was found advisable for 
many reasons to make some trifling concessions, without altogether 
garbling the provisions of the Bill. At the last reading a vaet number 
of amendments were moved, but mostly lost, and the Bill, with the 
small compromise alluded to, was passed in a very full House by 183 
to 91 votes—jugt two to one, By this measure the duty on coffee has 
been increased a trifle—25 groschens, or 2s. 6d. per cwt.—Lut on the 
other hand, that on various articles is reduced, and on others altogether 
taken off. A great battle was fought over rice, which was included 
in the proposed duty-free articles, but here also a compromise was 
effected and the duty reduced from one dollar per cwt. to half a dollar. 
Mr. Edgar Ross (one of the members for Hamburg, and senior partner 
in the firm of Ross, Vidal and Co., of this city, who are large importers of 
East India and China produce) laid on the table of the House, and handed 
round for the inspection of the members, samples of the rice in most 
general consumption in Germany, together with a certificate signed by 
the two leading rice brokers at Hamburg, to demonstrate that even 
under thereduced rate of duty there would bea saving of twenty-five per 
cent. tothe consumer in the Zollverein, The duty on raw iron is reduced 
from 5 grovchens to 24 gr. percentncr, on rails from 25 gr. to 173 gr., on 
cocoa from $64 to $5 5-6ths per 100 }hs., and on tin plates from $24 to 
$1} per do. Among the fifty-two ariicles on which the duty ia totally 
repealed are palm oil, cocoa-nut oil, corks (in the rough and also cut), 
furs and skins, cabinet woods (vast quantities of which, especially 
mahogany, walnut, rosewood, and maple are worked up in the Zoll- 
verein), wooden ships and boats (the duty hitherto was five per cent. 
ad valorem). and all descriptions cf cattle, game, poultry, and fish, 
together with a large quantity of miscellaneous commodities, such as 
chemicals, that produced but little revenue, and are largely used in 
agriculture, manufactures, and dyeing. In 1868 the quantity of 
coffee imported into the Zollvercin was 1,699,530 centners, and in 
1869 it amounted to 1.670,846 do., giving an average of 1,685,188 
centners for the two ycars. This was taken as the basis of the calcu- 
lation, and calculating the higher duty of 25 groschens it would pro- 
duce a surplus of $1,404,291. The estimated balance-sheet of the 
traneaction is made up thus:—Excees from the increased duty on 
coffee, in round nambers, $1,400,060; per contra, loes on rice duty, 
reduced $400,000, on iron duty reduced $266,700, and on the mis- 
cellancous articles on which the duty is repealed, $576,099—total, 
$1,242,799; deducting this last sum from the increased revenue on 
coffee, there remains still a net excess of $157,201 on the transaction 
in favour of the revenue, without taking into consideration the natu- 
ral increase of consumption from the reduced duties on iron, rice, 
and the other articles. 

The Berlin correspondent of the JJamburg Nachrichten writes as fol- 
lows to that yaper :—“ According to a telegram received here from 
Washington, the Government of the United States appears to be afraid 
that, in consequence of the death of Mr. Burlingame, the Chinese Em- 
basay will now he more inclincd to support English interests rather 
than Amcricar. This ia one of the many fictitious legcnds tl:at have 
heen c reulated against that much abused Embassy. In exchanging 
fricndly declarations, such ag may have taken place between some 
foreign Governments and the Chinese Ambassadors, it may be assumed 
ag acertain fact that neither English nor Amcrican interests will be 
prejudiced in the slightest degree.” 





COMMERCIAL. 


The Tea market has been tolerably active, though the priccs obtained 
arc a shade lower. The traneactiona by private contract comprised 
1274/4 and 624/8 chests Congou, 1,000 do. Imperial, and 100 do. Gun- 
powder; and, by public auction, 28 chests Imperial, 61 do. Huysan, 
The fresh arrivals this spring have come

The members of the Sccond Chamber have dealt with the Bill by 
which the Minister of Foreign Affuirs asked a credit to establish a 
diplomatic mission in China. You will remember that the Chamber 
declined some months since, when the Budgets were under discussion, 
to grant this credit ; but subsequently the papers, as well as the seve- 
ral Chambers of Trade, urged in such pressing terms the necessity of 
the meagure that the Minister brought in a Bill renewing his proposal. 
The Chamber was pique au vif by this proceediag, which several mem- 
bers stigmatiscd as being contrary to the dignity of the House. Both 
Liberals and Conservatives showed themselves most ridiculously angry, 
and, overlooking the real importance of the measure, the majority out- 
voted it by thirty-five against thirty-four votes. Thus the Bill mis- 
carried, notwitlstanding that the Minister in a very able speech de- 
monstrated this mission to be of the highest importance to the exten- 
sion of our trade with China. Without the Jeast doubt the Chamber 
would have passed the iicasure had the Minister deferred renew- 
ing the proposal till the introduction of next ycar's Budget. The 
vote had a peravnal and not at all a political character. What will 
be the consequences? The Arnhemsche Courant says that the Minister 
will resign aud take the Florence Mmbassy asa refuge, and the sainc 

aper is ussured that Mr. Cremers, MP., will accept the portfolio of 

‘orcign Affairs. The Chambcr is now discussing the Bill to abolieh 
capital punishment, and up to this moment the chances of its being 
earricd scem very doubtful. Should it be outvoted then Mr. Lilaar 
must resign, probably accoinpanied by Mr. de Waal, the Minister of the 
Colonial Department, who will persist in the imprudence of introduc- 
ing his Sugar Bill, without alteration. Universal have been the com- 
pints that its stipulations were too Radical on the one side and too 

onservative on the other, that neither party were content with it, and 
that the Bill must be largely amended to gain the favour of the 
majority. Possibly the Minister may withdraw the measure, for if it 
had been his intention to conciliate parties he, of course, wonld have 
made the alterations which he now declines to do, because he is of 
opinion that the Bill contains the beat solution of the question. It 
seems quite certain that the Minister of the Financial Department, Mr. 
van Bose, intends to introduce an iacome-tax in place of the licence- 
tax, and that on soap. According to the Arnhemsche Courant his 
intention is to impose no less than four per cent., but 1 think this 
figure incredible. . 

The Staats Courant of the 17th inst. published a paragraph stating 
that his Majeaty had granted to the British Australian Telegraph Com- 
pany the concession for the construction of a telegraphic line between 
the coast of Java, near Batavia, and Singapore, and also one from the 
east coast of Java to Australia. The concession is neither exclusive 
nor is it granted fora definite number of yearz. The company will 
be permitted to land cables in Java at such points as will be fixed 
by the Governor General. he first line must be ready for operation 
on the 3lst of December next, and the second one year later. You 
gee that I was quite right when I told you that the Minister would 
give the preference to this company. Many papers complain that 
matters with regard to this concession have not been quite straight- 
forward. The principal gricf is that the official Java Courant of the 
25th of March stated that in August or September the company wou!d 
commence laying the cables, by which it seeme certain that the Minister 
has promised the concession months ago, whi'st the competing company 
believed that the decision would be arrived at this month. Without 
doubt there is something mysterious in this affair, but still it is a 
most agreeable idea that we shall be in a few months in direct commu- 
nication with Java. Our Government is in treaty with that of the 
United Kingdom for an agreement to forward despatches between 
Point de Galle and Batavia until the completion of the line. 

In commercial circles much anxiety is felt respecting the fate of 
two merchantmen, conveying cach a valuable cargo from the East 
Indies to Holland. The Catherin Rankin, Captain Peterson, sailed 
on the 26th of November from Java; and one hundred days have 
elapsed since the Dagmar, Captain Hansen, passed St. Helena. No- 
thing has been heard of these vessels, and on the first named a premium 
of 50 per cent. was paid some weckssince. The general condition of our 
merchant navy is growing from bad to worse. It seems that our ahip- 
owners and builders are still of opinion that we live in times of pro- 
tection. Nothing ia done to compete with English and German veasele, 
which arrive day after day with Indian cargoes, whilst ag well here as 
in India many Dutch ships are waiting for freight. 

Some of the most important Amsterdam commercial houses have 
addressed to Minister van Bosse a request that he will make such 
arrangements as shall ensure the mail from India being forwarded ria 
Brindisi in lieu of Marscilles, because letters sent by the firat named 
route have lately arrived earlier than those posted via France. For 
several months past the Nicuwe Rotterdamsche Courant has published 
the latest news from India one or two days before the mail via Mar- 
seilles arrived. 

The manufacturcrs in Twenthe—the Dutch Manchester—have just 
organised an association to promote the sale of their cotton goods in 
the Levant. ‘he capital of the company will be 500,000 florins. 
Agencies arc to be established at Constantinople, Smyrna, Alexandria, 
Cairo, and Port Sad. It is generally thought that thisundertaking will 
prove highly successful. 

The geagon for expositions and congresses has now arrived. We have 
had already two beautiful flower-shows at the Hague and Amsterdam, 
and an excellent exhibition of pictures was opened here some days ago. 
In Leyden a great festival has been organised by the students. On 
the 5th proximo an ie poerene meeting of the libres penseurs will be 
held at Amsterdam, and several other conferences are in spé.

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THE STRAITS PETITION. 

(May 20th.) Earl Grex: My Lords, the petition which I have to 
present ig well entitled to your lordships’ attention, both on account 
of the perrona by whom it is signcd and of the subject to which it 
relates. It is signed by a very large proportion of the principal 
inhabitants of Singapore of all classes, landowners, merchants, and 
others, and its object is to complain ofachange in the tenure by which 
the judges hold their offices since the colony has come under the di- 
rect uiministration of the Crown, by which, it is said, that their inde- 
pendence has been seriously impaired. Now, it is certainly of the 
utmost importance, not only that justice should be fairly administered 
in our colonics, but also that there should be perfect. confidence in the 
independence of the judges to whom its administration is entrusted, 
and [am afraid that this pe ition, and the infurmation supplied to me 
by those who have placed it in my hands, clearly show that at this mo- 
Ment no such confidence exists among the inhabitants of the S-raits 
Settlements. But though this is greatly to be regretted, I observe 
with satisfa-tion that no complaint of any specific evil that has ac- 
taally urisen ia to be found either iu the petition or in any of the docu- 
ments by which it is supported. It is not represented to me that 
the judges bave been unduly influenced in any of their decisions 
by the Executive Government, that any abuee has yet occurred, 
or that any want of proper independence has been shown in 
the conduct of the Chief Justice. I do not observe any com- 
pit of this sort, but what is complained of is, that principles 

ave been asserted and rules laid down which threaten the inde- 
pendence of the judges, and may lead to evil hereafter. Much alarm 
of this + ind undoubtedly prevails, but it appears to me to have been 
caused not by anything really faulty in the cxisting arrangement as to 
the tenure of office by the judves, but by a misapprehension on the part 
of the inhabitants, produced by what [ must regard as very indiscreet 
expressicns used by the Governor in a despatch that has been pab- 
lished. I come to this conclusion beciuse I find that the people of 





Singapore do not complain of the judges being removable by the ; 


Seeretiry of State, since a similar power existed when Singapore was 


und«r the Indian Government ; but what they feel to be a grievance ia , 


that the Governor should have the power of suspending a judge from his 
office. Now, if the Governor were invested with an arbitrary power of 
suspending a judge at bis own pleasure and dircretion, I should entirely 
agree with the petitioners as to the great abuses to which it might 
lead ; but this is not the case. The petitioners overlook the fact that, 
according to the established practice of our colonial service, the Go- 
vernor i8 not at liberty to suspend a judge, except for grave miscon- 
duct, and misconduct of such a character that serious public incon- 
venience would arise from allowing him to continue in the discharge 
of la duty during the time required for a reference to the Sccre'ary 
of State. This is the rule that used to be enforced, and I believe 


that this rule remains unchanged. Nor is this all. When a judye is | 


suspeuded by @ governor, the suspension ought never to be coufirmed 


without an inquiry. When I had the honour of holding the seals of | 
* the Colonial Department it was once or twice my painful duty to ,

eminence were summoned, and before which the judge had an opportu- 
nity of being heard by counsel in his defence. Without such an in- 
quiry no judge was removed, and it was perfectly well understood that 
if a Governor suspended a judge. and subsequent inquiry showed the 
suspension to have been on insurticient grounds—still more if it ap- 
peared that the Governor had acted from any improper motive, or from 
@ tyrannical dixsposition—it was not, the removal of the judge but the 
recall of the Governor that would follow. A Governor, therefore, ex- 
erci-ea the power of suspension under the gravest responsibility, and 


with the full knowledge of the results which will follow from its | 
I believe that the origin of this power (which is a very old | 


abuse. 
one in our colonial practice) was this :—In former times, when com- 
Munisation between England and our distant colonics was much 
more difficult than at present, more than one case arose in which 
that. disposition to quarrel (which I fear distinguishes small socie- 
ties) led to disputes betwcen Governors and judges, and produced a 
state of things in some instances perfectly intolerable. Communication 
with the Government at home being slow and uncertain, it was necessary 
to avert such inconvenience by vesting in the Governor the power of 
suspeuding the judges as well as the other officers of his government. 
In the present state of the world, and with the present facilities for 
communication, such & power is less nece-sary than it was. 
necessity for it is less, £0 also is there less danger of its being abu-ed, 
bec suse a reference to the Secretary of State can now be so promptly made 
that I do not think any governor wou'd venture rashly to susp nd a 
judye on insufficient grounds. iet me add that no honest error of 


judzment on the bench would ever for « moment be considered a suffi- , 


cient cius: for the suspension of ajudge. Such an error of judgment 
affords matter for an appeal to the Judicial Committee of the Privy 
Council—not a ground for suspending a judge. Conduct that would 
Warrant his suspeneion must be conduct of a nature to interfere with 
the public service, and I believe it has always been perfectly well 
understood that the Governor has not the slightest right to evdeavour 
to influence the judge in the performance of his judicial duties. 
(Cheers.) That principle I hold to be a cardinal one, aud IJ trust the 
noble earl (Lord Granville) will assure me that this is his opinion 
also. If these rulesare acted upon, there can be no real danger tu the 
indepzudence of the judges, aud I think, my lords, that the appre- 
hen-ion which exiets in Singapore has been mainly caused by what 
I have called an indiscreet expression of the present Governor of the 
Straits Settlements, who has said in a despatch that has been published 
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| that the judges are liable to the control of the Executive, jurt like other 
l members of the public service. This I hold to be a mistake. It may 
be necessary in carrying on the government of a colony for the Go- 
vernor to suspend a person holding the office of Colonial Secretary. or 
some eimilar office, for mere inefficiency and inability to discharge his 
dutics properly, because, otherwise, such difficulties might arise that 
the public business would come to a deadlock ; but he is not entitled 
to take this course with respect to 4 judge merely because he thinks 
his judgments have been wrong. There is, as I have eaid, another 
mode of bringing wrong judgments under review. The alarm of the 
inhabitants of Singapore has been increased by another circumstance, 
The passage in the Governor's despatch to which I have taken objec- 
tion has been coupled wita another despatch addressed by the late 
Secretary of State for the Colonies (the Duke of Buckingham), 
in which he lays down the rule that the official members of 
the Legislative Council are bound to support the Governor by 
their votes. So far as regards persons holding offices connected with 
the Exccutive Government, this rule is, I think, proper and necessary. 
It would lead to absolute anarchy, and would render it im possible fur the 
goverument of the colonics to be carried on if the Governor could not 
reckon on being supported in hix measures by his subordinate officers. 
They are at liberty to lay their opinions fully and freely‘befure bim, 
and state to him the objections they may see to any of his measures ; 
but in the last resort he must decide, and it ia a wholeaome and neces- 
sary rule in a colonial Government that its members must support the 
Governor. ButI cannot think that the Duke of Buckingham meant to 
apply this rale to the judges. A judge stands ina very different position 
to the members of the Executive (tovernment, and I do not see any 
difficulty or inconvenience in his being left at liberty, honestly and 
fairly, to give his vote in opposition to the Governor. Of course, his power 
muat be exercised honestly, and it would be cause for complaint if he 
should systematically place himself in opposition to the Guvernment. 
My lords, Iam afraid that those who put this petition into my hands 
will hardly be satisfied that Ido not go more cntircly with them in 
their complaint. At the same time, when they placed it in my hands, 
I told them how far I could go. I told that I should st ite my opinion 
as to how far I considered that their grievance conld be removed. Allow 
me to add that I do thiuk there isa dezrce of apprehension existing 
in Singapore which it is very desirable my noble friend should take 
' measures to remove. I hope that in the answer he will make to me 
this evening he will state his concurrence in the view I have taken, viz., 
that a judge ought not to be disturbed in the possession of his office 
except for some grave misconduct and after adequate inquiry. If he does 
so. Iam hopeful that hisexplanation will go fir to remove the existing 
apprehension. But I also trust he will go far:her, and inform me that 
a despatch will be published in Singapore for the satisfaction of the 
public, and in which he will lay down in such clear terms as cannot be 
misunderstood what the rules are which regulate the conduct of the 
Government at home in these matters. My lords I will only add one 
: word more. 1 believe that in these cases of dispute, which in ninety- 
nine cages out of a hundred are of a personal character, there is some 
. fault on both sides; and what is really wanted ia, temper and a sin- 
cere desire to promote the public eervice. I believe that when 
| thege qualities exist, and when there is a good selection of men on 
i whom high office in the colonies is conferred. these difficulties do net 
arise. I believe, moreover, that for legal offices in our smaller colo- 
‘ nies, it is most desirable that’ men should be selected, not from the 
narrow circle of the Colonial Bar, divided as that often is by party spiri¢ 
and personal animosity, but from the larger and wider sphere of the 
English Bar, where men of honour, high character, and ability may be 
ol:tained for eervice in the colonies. No doubt appointments from the 
English Bar would involve adequate salaries, because men such as are 
wanted would not sacrifice their prospects at home without sufficient 
consideration; but if I am not mistaken, the colonists would be ready 
to pay adequate salaries if good appointments were made. This isa 
matter to which I trust the attention of my noble friend will be di- 
rected, and that it will not be lost sight of in any appointments that 
i he has to make. My lords, I beg to prescnt the petition of which I 
gave notice. 

Earl GranvILLE: I am extremely obliged to the noble earl for hav- 
ing brought forward this subject, for reasons which I will give later. 
I have listened with great atuention to every word he has said, and EF 
believe I perfectly agree with every opinion my noble friend has ex- 
pressed. My lords, there are two points raised by my noble friend. 
The petition, a copy of which has been seut me, refers only to one. 
It is a protest against the unconstitutional power given to the Go- 
vernor to remove or Buspend a judge upon his own responsibility. My 
noble friend has raised another point, which has regard to the position 

which a Chief Justice or judge ought. to hold in the Legislative Coun- 
‘cil. I entirely agree with the principle which the noble earl haa 
laid down. I think it absolutely impossible for 2 Government 
to be carried on if members of the Exccutive were allowed to 
vote in opposition to the Governor. It is obvious that if that 
‘Were permitted perfect anarchy and confusion would result. I also 
agree in the exception made by the noble earl, that the judge 
stands in a different position from the mere Executive. I go further, 
and agree with him that while there is more freedom given to a ju ige, 
partly because he is not connected with the Executive, und partly be- 
cause he ought to exercise the greatest possible independence in big 
judicial functions, it is most unbecoming that a chief justice or judge 
should be found leading an opposition, or doing any: bing that night 
have the appear nce of factious opposition. It is creditable neither 
to the Governor nor the Chief Justice—although some difference of opi- 
nion may arise between them—if they do not avoid the scandal which 
neceasirily arises when there is a decided diff-rence hetween the two 
principal persons in the Legislative Council. With regard to the other 
question— the irresponsibility of judges—I thonght te rule go im- 
portant, both in principle and practice, that I desired to strengthen in 
every possible way my position. I therctore directed 8 Memorandum 
to be prepared stating the facts and arguments on both sides, and [ 
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transmitted it to my noble friend the President of the Council, re- 
mesting him to gather the opinion of those judges of the Judicial 
Geanea tiles who had the greatest experience in thoee matters. The result 
was that the Registrar of the Council drew up a very interesting memo- 
randum, which I should like to read if it were not too long; but | shall 
make a point of laying the whole of it upon the table, and | am quite eure 
that it will be well worth the attention of my noble friend, or any other 
noble lord that may have to consider the subject. The pith of it is 
thie. It was the opinion of the Judicial Committee of the Privy Council 
that some effectual means must exist for the removal of judges in the 
colonies guilty of grave misconduct. It is impossible to adcpt as 
ecambrous a method as is followed in the case of judges at home ; at 
the eame time it ie necessary that they should have a hearing befure 
an impartial tribunal. The memorandum shows that it has been 
almost the universal rule, both with regard to the removal and sus- 
msion of judyes, that there shou'd be a hearing before the Privy 
ancil. In the case of the removal of a judge under Burke's Act, 
the appeal is brought ae of absolute right before the Privy Council ; 
and eo in ca-es of suspension, as my noble friend rays, in later times, 
it has been usual for the Secretary of State to recommend that the 
matter should be luid before the General Council or before the Judicial 
Committee, and in such cases it has been customary for the Colonial 
Secretary to attend. When cha'ges against a judge, the memorandum 
OR on to say, are brought at the instance of the Legislative Assembly 
before the Privy Council, the aspect of affiira is eomewhat changed, 
because then the Judicial Committee, instead of acting as a Court of 
Appeal, is obliged to take upon itself something in the nature of a 
Court of Primary Jurisdiction. The difficulty of procedure, the diffi- 
calty of getting the issue clearly put with regard both to the law and 
to the facts and to obtain evidence, makes all these cases moat onerous 
to the plaintiff, and less satizfuctory tv the Lords of the Council. The 
memorandum goes on to repeat very much what my noble friend 
stated, namely, that when a governor of his own accord suspends 
& judge he takes a step of the gravest responsibility. He is obliged 
to bring a specific charge, and the judge has a right to give a full 
apswer. The memorandum says that, in point of fact, the governor 
es himself equally on his trial with the judge. Perhaps your 
ordships will allow me to read the last two paragraphs of the memo- 
randum. I am exceedingly anxious to give full exp!anations, not only 
to your lordships, but also to the petitioners, on this subject, and I 
think it will have a good effect in the colonies when it is known that 
Iam not stating merely the judgment of the Privy Council, but that 
it has the authority of the noble Earl, and that thore judges who have 
the greateat experience in these matters entirely approve of it. The 
memorandum concludes as follows :— 








“The experience of the Lords of the Council, therefore, strongly 
earreborates the ar-uments stated in Sir F. Rogers’ paper in favour of 
roceedings by the Governor, subject to a revicw by the Secretary of 
te or the Privy Council in England ; and they have invar.ably 
found that in the cases in which proceediogs have originated with the 
lecal assemblies the delay, uncertainty, and expense have been greatly 
augmented, 


** At the eame time, when the miseonduct charged is purely judi- 
cial, and therefore not properly amenable to the decision of the Exe- 
cutive authority, acting on the advice of law officers or advisers of 
inferior rank, it would seem that the due maintenance of the indepen- 
dence of judges requires that judicial acts should only be brouzht into 
question befure some tribunal of weight and wisdom enough to pro- 
pounce definitively upon them ; and this function appertains with 
peculiar fitness to the Privy Council, which, as a court of appeal, has 
to review the decisions of all the colonial Courts.” 


I apprehend this last sentence is in accordance with the wishes and 
desires of the petitioners. There is an important minute of my noble 
friend Lord CaeLmsrorp, and another equally so of Sir Epwarp Ryan, 
and, I may say, in the presence of the noble and learned lord, that 
they are in accordance with what has been now stated. The opinion 
of Dr. Lushington is given in very brief terms, and [ think I may 
sreopaes on your lordships’ time, so far as to read what he says. It is 
as follows :— 


“I entertain no doubt in my own mind that the most efficacion® 
means of proceeding, and productive of the least evil consequences, is 
that the Governors of the colonies respectively should be entrusted 
with the power of investigating any alleged charges against the judges, 
and, if in their opinion need be, of suspending them; of course all the 
proceedings, and the evidence upon which they act, should be remitted 
without delay to the Colonial -office, and, if need be, Her Majesty will 
be advised to remit the cage to the consideration of the Privy Council. 
I apprehend that the Judicial Committee has no peculiar claim to tike 
cognisance of such a case. I think that the propriety of the Colonial 
Governor being invested with this power, great as it is, would be 
more apparent if contrasted with any other mode of proceeding than 
that suggested.” 


Now, my lords, being thus strengthened by these authorities, I am 
exceedingly glad that this subject has been brought forward, because 
the discussion upon it cannot but prove ratisfactory to those who have 
thought themselves aggrieved by the results which have followed the 
placing of the Settlcment under the control of the Colonial-office. As 
fegards the importance of selecting the best men, not only for ju‘licial, 
but for all colonial appointments, that is a subject not at all new tome. 
LT am quite sure that in the place I occupy there is no one thing in which 
I can be more useful than in the attempt to select, both forjudicial and 
civil offices, the very beat men that can be obtained, and in overcoming 
difficul: ies, which | own are not small, in respect of the recommendations 
of pereons who sometimes do not turn out so well or so entirely fulfil 
the character which zealous friends have given them. 


The petition was then ordered to lie upon the table. 
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HOUSE OF COMMONS. 


THE BRINDISI ROUTE. 

(May 20th.) Mr. Sracpooie asked the Poatmaster-Gencral whether 
any arrangement had been come to by the Po-t-office Department for 
the carriaze of English mui's to India, v/a Brindisi, and with what 
company, if any, such arrangement bad been made. 

The Marquis of Hagtincron replied that s:nce October lust papers 
had been despatched weekly to India, China, and other countries via 
Brindisi, and that mails had aleo been received weekly by that route. 
The mails were sent through France and delivered to the Italian Post- 
office, which provided for their conveyance through Italy and from 
Brindisi to Alexandria. 


CEYLON CURRENCY. 

(20th.) In reply to Mr. Monpguua, Mr. Sransrexp stated that the 
report of a Commission appointed on the 24th of September, 1869. by 
Sir Hercules Robinson, the Governor of Ceylon, to consider the neces- 
sity or derirability of a change in the denomination of the public ac- 
counts, had been received and con-idered by the Board of Treasury. 
It was perfectly true that three out of the ten commissioners expres-ed 
their dissent from the resolution declaring the necessi'y for a change ; 
the remainder, however, approved the change, and of the ten four also 
approved the enggestion that there should be a decimal subdivision of 
the Ceylon coinage. That representation would have been formally 
considered if it had been thought that the proper time for its conside- 
ration had arrived. It was true that the proposed change had been 
memorialised against by some of the Chambers of Commerce and mer- 
chants, but the arguments they employed were far from conviucing. 


CONSULAR ESTABLISHMENTS IN CHINA. 

(23rd.) Mr. Ryuanps asked the Under-Secretary of State for Foreign 
Affairs if there had been a recent inquiry, conducted uuder the auntho- 
rity of the Government, into the Consular establishments in China, 
with a view of ecftecting a reduction of the expenditure on account of 
the several Consulates; and, in that case, if he was willing to lay upom 
the table of the House the report of the Departmental Committee, if 
any, presented on the ealbject. 

Mr. Otway said that the papers had been laid on the table in March 
or April last. There had been no departmental inquiry, because it was 
not the custom of the Foreign-office to institute inquiries of that. kind ; 
but in May or April of last year directions were sent to all the Consulg 
in China to make reports on the various items of consular expenditure 
in China, There reports, when received at the Foreign. office, had been 
examined by a gentluman thoroughly conversant with the matrer, and 
the result of hia labours had been that Lord Clarendon had been 
enabled to effect a reform in the system of auditing accounts and pre- 
paring the estimates which would save the public nearly £10,000 a 
year. 








A NEW JAPANESE JOURNAL. 

The active and learned profcsaor of Japanese in the Paris schcol of 
Oriental tongues, M. Léon de Rosny, has commenced the publication 
of a journal for Japan in Japanese. The form of the paper ia nearly 
that of foolscap folded lengthwise, so as to form long narrow slips, or 
pages, and it is 1ithographed, in order to avoid the expense and trouble 
that would attach to the use of type. Fifteen hundred copies have been 
printed of the firat number and sent to Japan, where, it is said, the 
journal will be published by permission of the authorities. 


BANKRUPTCY COURT. 
RE J. L. B. TEMPLER. 

The bankrupt had traded in partnership with A. W. Benyon snd C. 
Harding as tea brokeraat 27, Mincing-lanc, under the firm of Benyon, 
Harding, and Templer. The joint accounts showed debts of £4 491, 
£4,009 being uneccured, against bad debta, £132. The separate debts 
are £1,446; assets £50. The largest creditors are :— D. Sasxoon and Co., 
15, Leadenhall street, £2,600 ; Peek, Winch, and Co., £133; and the 
Consolidated Bank, £482 (holding tea warrants valued at £422.) Mr. 
Webb, for the assignees, referred to the largeness of the deficiency, and 
asked that further accounts should be filed. Shortly before prescnting 
his petition, the bankrupt had off-red to pay his creditors 20s, iu the 
pound underadeed. The Registrar Mr. (Brougham) thought that further 
accounts would be useless. Theban'trupt, who was examiocd. snid he had 
kept racehoraes at different times, He joined Benyon aud Harding in 
January, 1869, believing that they were perfectly solvent. In August 
they made a deed to pay 5s. in the pound, and that ended his connee- 
tion with the firm. He put no money in the buginess, Tuere waga 
debt of £76 to Mr. Ford, horse trainer, Rottingdean. Mr. Scnaffer, a 
tailor at the West-end, opposed, and complained of the unsutisfactory 
nature of the accounts. Mr. Webb suggested that the bankrupt had 
been guilty of making a vexatious defence to an action, and the dis 
charge was adjourned to June 15, the bankrupt passing his cxamination. 








Coo.re Ewtcration.—In the year 1869 1,393 emizrants from India 
were introduced from Jamaica, 6,160 into Dritish Guians, 3,329 into 
Trinidad, 343 into St. Vincent, making a total of 11 225 introduced 
into the West Indies; 1,6s2 were introduced into Mauritius, and 
a'so 146 from Madigaseir. In the same year 2,320 returned to their 
own country from Mauritiue, and 372 from Trinidad, these last taking 
with them earnings to the amount of £13,663, there being also em- 
barked five Chinese. who paid their cabin passage to Calcutta. and 
took with them £1,562 besides. 403 returned home from British 
Guiana, taking with them £13,000 in money and jewellery ; and with 
them also embarked eight Chinese, who, besides paying their cabin 
passage to Calcutta, transmitted to India £333—and the head of this 
Chinese family is said also to have taken back with him €833 in cash, 
in addition toa letver of credit for £83 to defray his expenses from 
Cuicutta to Canton. 
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DUTCH TRADE WITH CHINA. 

Tue Second Chamber of the States General of Holland re- 
cently rejected a Bill brought in by the Minister for Foreign 
Affairs to provide for the expenditure of about £1,500 for 
the purpose of establishing a Dutch Legation in China. The 
majority was a poor one indeed; in a House of sixty-nine 
members thirty-four were in favour of the vote, thirty-five 
against it ; and the rejection cf the measure seems all the 
more paltry, if it be true, as our Rotterdam Correspondent 
believes, that the adverse vote was influenced by personal, and 
not political motives. That the establishment of the diplo- 
matic relaticns on a proper footing between Holland and 
China is desired by the commercial interest in Holland, is 
manifest from the number of petitions presented in favour of 
the Bill by the Chambers of Commerce in all parts of the 
country ; in some other lands, perhaps, the wishes and 
opinions of the mercantile element ‘might be considered of 
less value, but in a country like Holland—which is nothing 
if not comrnercial—such an expression of opinion is of the 
greatest importance. The manufacturers of cotton goods are 
naturally disgusted with the result. Not only has‘the direct 
trade between Holland and China increased of late years, 
but that between Java and China also, and it was justly ex- 
pected that the establishment of a Dutch Legation at Peking 
would tend to a further development of it. These anticipations 
are of course at an end now the Dutch Legislature has de- 
cided to adhere to its old illiberal policy. £1,500 was not 
much to ask ; but Dutch politicians are strangely blind to 
the importance of measures such as would protect and foster 
their trade and that of their East Indian possessions. How 
often, for instance, a subsidy has been asked for on behalf of 
a line of steamers between Java and Australia, and always 
refused. Now the te!egraph is about to be laid between these 
places, regular steam communication will become a necessity. 

The revival in the trade of Holland with Chima, to which 
we have alluded above, dates from the Treaty of 1858; but 
it still shows a poor figure beside that of other countries 
though it has risen from £220,000 in 1857 to f.788,000 in 
1868. Dutch cotton goods, the principal article of export, re- 
presented in 1860 a value of f.47,000, and in 1868 f.416,000 ; 
but these fizures cannot be considered even as approximately 

true, for they apply only to direct shipments, while those 
sent via Great Britain are considered to have been at least 
as large. The imports from China into Java, &c., in 1866 
were £.1,040,000, and in 1867 f.1,004,000, while the exports 
from Java to China in these years amounted respectively to 
£.1,776,000 and f.892,000. According to Dutch calculations, 
the entire annual imports of foreign goods into China equal 
a value of 300,000,000 guilders, and the exports 200,000,000. 
Of the whole, England has the lion’s share—namely, about 
87 per cent. ; Holland and her possessions from one-third to 
one-half per cent.! This is not a pleasing state of affairs for 
our Dutch friends, nor is there much likelihood of any im. 


provement, unless the Chambers begin to legislate in a more 
liberal spirit. 
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THE “ BOMBAY-ONEIDA” CASE. 

Tue appeal of Capt. Eyre to the Board of Trade for a 
reversal of the sentence passed on him by the Court of In- 
quiry held at Yokohama has not been successful ; and as 
matters have turned out, it is evident that he would have 
done better to let the case rest as it stood. His complaint 
that the sentence of the Court was “ both unjust and severe” 
was in itself illogical. If unjust—that is, if there were no 
proof that his conduct had been blameworthy—the term 
“severe” would be in no way suitable ; such a sentence, or 
any sentence at all, would in that case have been simply un- 
justifiable. But if, on the other hand, the finding of the Court 
was just, that is, if it were proved that any ground for punish- 
ment existed at all, then, surely, the imposition of a lighter 
sentence than six months’ suspevsion of certificate would have 
been a farce. As we have said on a former occasion, we 
desired to see a further investigation entered into, in order 
to show to the friends and relatives of the crew of the ill-fated 
Oneida that their sad loss was not viewed with indifference 
in this country, and not from any wish to see Captain Eyre 
more heavily punished, inasmuch as the knowledge that by 
his conrse of action—even though well meant—so many /el- 
low-creatures were doomed to death, must be an ever-present 
source of self-reproach and suffering to him. But it seems 
that if the Board of Trade had possessed the power of ren- 
dering the sentence more eevere, they would gladly have ex- 
ercised that power ; fortunately for Captain Eyre, the Board 
is not authorised to reopen any such inquiry once concluded, 
except for the purpose of mitigating or remitting a sentence 
proved to be excessive or undeserved. They are empowered 
to commence criminal proceedings in cases where there is 
proof of criminal neglect or misconduct, but this they do 
not impute to Captain Eyre, though they consider he 
has committed an offence for which six months’ suspen- 
sion is far too lenient a punishment, and in confirming 
it they administer a very severe rebuke, as will be 
seen in their reply to his memorial, which we reprint 
in another column. The practical effect of this is, that 
on the expiry of the brief term of suspension Captain Eyre 
will be eligible for another command, which he will doubt- 
less readily obtain, inasmuch as his appeal was backed 
by the P.and 0. Company. The feelings that influenced 
his conduct at and after the moment of the collision, 
though doubtless wrong, were such as cannot fail to enlist the 
sympathies of many. The responsibility involved in his 
command, the safety of his vessel, her passengers, cargo and 
mails—these considerations were paramount in bis mind, and 
superseded all others, blinding him, wholly or partially, to the 
possibly fatal effects of the collision on the other ship. He 
was not inhuman, but so pre-occupied with his own heavy 
responsibility that his sense of humanity was dulled for the 
moment. He will not fail, in his future career, to profit by 
this dearly-bought lesson, and we cannot doubt that it wilk 
have the wholesome effect of making all shipmasters more 
careful, in cases of collision, to look after the safety of the 
crews of both vessels concerned. 


The following is the reply of the Secretary to the Board 
of Trade to Captain Eyre’s letter :— 


Iam directed by the Board of Trade to inform you that they have 
given careful consideration to your memorial, dated the 25th April 
last, in whichtyou pray that the evidence taken by the Naval Court 
held at Her Majesty's Consulate, Kanagawa, for the purpose of in- 
quiring into the circumstances of the collision between the Oneida 
and Bombay, and the decision of the said Court thereon may be re- 
viewed by the Board of Trade, and that your certificate may be re- 
turned to you. The Board of Trade have, in accordance with your 
request, carefully considered the report of the said Court, and the evi- 
dence taken by it, which have been duly forwarded to them by Her 
Majesty's Consul, and they have come to the conclusion that there 
are no grounds for mitigating the sentence of the Court, or for return- 
ing you your certificate. The Board have given full weight to the 
various facts which were alleged in your defence, viz., that the collision 
was but slightly felt on board the Bombay ; that no signals of distress 
from the Oneida were seen or heard by you, or, as far as the evidence 
shows, by anybody on board the Bombay; that you were not aware 
of the full extent of the danger incurred by the crew of the Oneida ; 
that you were naturally and properly anxious to complete your voyage, 
and to carry your mails and passengers sifely into Yokohama ; and, 
finally, that the suddenness of the whole affair, and the necessity for 
a rapid decision, placed you in circumstances of some difficulty. 

_ On the other hand, it appears to the Board of Trade that no serious 
injury was sustained by the Bombay, or reported to you; that you 
were under no apprehension of immediate danger to your own ship 
and passengers, since, if that had been the case, you would naturally 
have taken the course suggested by the pilot with respect to the Oneida, 
and have run the Bombay on the Saratoga Spit, instead of carrying 
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her ten miles farther in deep water into Yokohama ; that the circum- 
stances of the collision, and the manner in which the blow was given 
by the Bombay, and received by the Oneida, were such as to show that 
the Oneida had probably received severe injury, and that if there was 
apprehension of danger to the Bombay, there was far greater cause 
for alarm in respect of the Oneida; that you did as a matter of fact 
apprehend the possibility of aetious injury and danger to the Oneidg; 
that whilst this was the case, and whilst persons on board your ship 
observed serious injury to the Oneida, no inquiry was made by you 
upon the subject; that no orders were given to keep a look out for 
signals of distress from the Oneida; and that you did not wait more 
than five minutes, at the outside, to see whether the Oneida required 
assistance. 

Under all these circumstances, the Board of Trade are of opinion 
that you were guilty of a gross breach of the 33rd section of the 
Merchant Shipping Act Amendment Act, 1862, which provides that 
‘*in every case of collision bctween two ships it shall be the duty of 
the person in charge of each ship, i‘, and so far ag he can do so with- 
out danger to his own ship and crew, to render to the other ship, ber 
master, crew, and passengers (if ayy) such assistance as may be prac- 
ticable and as may be necessary in order to save them from any danger 
caused by the collision.” 

And the Board are further of opinion that the sentence of the Court 
in suspending your certificate for six months only, so far from being 
too severe, is more lenient than the gravity of the offence required. 
They desire also to point out that the enactment to which they have 
referred simply embodics the dictates of humanity, and that, in diso- 
beying it, you have been guilty not only of an offence created by statute, 
but of a disregard of the natural duties which circumstances of danger, 
such as tbat of the Oneida, impose on those who have been the un- 
willing cause of the danger. And they are especially anxious to ex- 
press emphatically their sense of the importance of these duties ata 
time when the increase of rapid steam navization augmen's the danger 
of collisions, and renders the pcerfcrmance of those duties more 
imperative. 

DIPLOMATIC AND CONSULAR EXPENDITURE. 

Tae official correspondence recently published on the ex- 
penditure of Her Masesry’s Legations aud Consulates in 
China and Japan will be fresh in the minds of our readers. 
We have already dealt with the Blue-books devoted to re- 
ports on the cost of living in those countries, the question 
of reduction in the staff and in the general expenses of the 
Consular establishments there ; and now we have the last of 
the series, containing a return of the sums expended in repair- 
ing and furnishing Consular buildings from 1848 to 1868 in- 
clusive. The return of course includes other countries— 
France, Turkey, Spain, and Persia—but our business is with 
China and Japan only. Beginning with 1848, we naturally 
find that the entire expenditure in that year was confined to 
the [five original Treaty Ports in China, and the “Superin- 
tendency,” then situate at Hong Kong. The modest sum of 
£146 15s. 6d. sufficed for all repairs to buildings, and the 
still smaller sum of £117 5s. 2d. for furniture—of the latter 
£3 9s. 8d. being absorbed by the Superintendency. Up to 
1857 the entire expenditure under these heads never reached 
£400 ; indeed, in 1854 the total was £58 5s. 11d. In 1858 
there were no returns. In 1859 the Legation at Yedo and 
the three Treaty Ports in Japan figure for the first time, and a 
considerable expenditure for the alterations, repairs, and fur- 
nishing of buildings to fit them for Consulates might reason- 
ably be oxpected ; yet we find that the comparatively trifling 
sum of £782 183. ld. sufficed, and in the following year 
some £250 less. In 1861 the new ports of Hankow, Kiu- 
kiang, Chinkiang, Tientsin, and Newchwang had to be pro- 
vided for, aud the total expenditure for China and Japan 
together rises to £1,792 5s. In 1862 the Legution at Peking 
has to be taken into account, with two more new ports in 
Formosa ; yet the amount falls to £1,172 16s. 10}d., and on 
this we find no important increase until 1865, when some rather 
heavy expenditure on the buildivgs at Foochow and Shanghai 
raised it to £5,839 4s. 10d., which was the highest annual 
sum up to the time when Major Crossman was charged with 
the geueral reorganisation of all the establishments, as far as 
regards tho buildings and fittings. During all these years 
there could surely have been no room fur any complaint 
on the score of waut of economy, for it was notorious 
that our diplomatic and consuiar officials were worse 
housed than almost any other foreign residents in China 
or Japan. At length the Government seems to have 
been roused to some sense of shame at the shabby 
manner in which its representatives were accommodated, 
and a general reform determined on, though not without a 
strong resistance on the part of some watchful guardians of 
the public purse, who thought it right and becoming to con- 
demn a British Minister or Consul to live in any hovel, if a 
ten-pound note could thereby bo saved to the British tax- 
payer. We are glad to say however, that the much-needed 
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reform has been carricd out, and between 1866 and 1869 such 
alterations have been effected that Her Maszsry’s representa- 
tives are now decently housed. At Peking the Legation has 
been all but rebuilt, at a cost of £9,524. At Tientsin there 
is an entirely new Consulate, costing £11,440. At Shanghai, 
£27,150 has been expended on land and new buildings ; at 
Yokohama, £7,442 ; at Nagasaki, £2,797. At all other ports 
the buildings have been either renovated or reconstructed, 
and the entire cost of these works—less than £100,000— 
cannot, we think, be considered excessive. Only, if some of 
our wise economists are allowed to carry out the retrench- 
ments they desire, there will be nobody to live in the new 
establishments ! 





THE SINGAPORE PETITION. 

THE petition of the inhabitants of Singapore on the inde- 
pendenco of the judges—which will be found in another 
column—is a very creditable production. It forcibly ex- 
presses, in a few paragraphs, its object, and has thereby 
ensured a reading. Karl Grey presented the petition to the 
House of Lords on the 20th, supported by a most practical 
speech. Several leading peers on both sides of the House 
were ready to support the prayer of the petition, but before 
the discussion commenced it was generally understood that 
the Government not only sympathise with the wishes of the 
colony, but had thought the matter of such importance that 
they had obtained from the judges a full opinion as to the 
rules which should in future be held to govern the relations 
between the executive and judicial authorities in all our colo- 
nies. The more the discussion is considered, the more satis- 
factory will it seem to all interested in the subject, and the 
memorandum which the Government laid upon the table 
will we believe, when published, set at rest all the doubts 
which may have existed in the Straits as to the perfect 
independence of the judges in the performance of their 
public duties. These doubts have, as Lord Grey remarked, 
possibly been aggravated by what he censured as “‘a very in- 
discreet expression in Governor Orp’s despatch, and it is of 
the greatest moment that they should be cleared away, once 
and for ever. Three points were raised in the course of the 
discussion—the independence of colonial judges on the bench, 
their independence in the legislative councils and assemblies, 
and the circle from which they should be selected. Nothing 
could be more assuring than the principles Jaid down upon 
the two first of these, and on the last we understand that the 
Government are entirely in accord with Earl Grey, the con- 
dition of affairs in Mauritius having no doubt strengthened 
them in their discussion. Some wholesome advice was given 
to our colonies by both the speakers, which, if they are wise, 
they will Jay to heart. Quarrels imply faults on both sides ; 
courtesy and a conciliatory temper will almost invariably 
prevent disputes between the two leading personages in a 
small community. Probably the knowledge that each one 
is independent in his own sphere will go far to ensure a 
harmonious working between them. Our contemporary the 
Daily News, the only daily which noticed the discussion, bas 
the following on the subject :-— 

No part of the Constitution is better eettled than that which recog- 
nises the independence of our judges. Indecd, no small portion of 
our political and civil freedom has been founded on the contest which 
for centuries was carried on between the purely Executive and judicial 
departments of Government. It is a contest of which we may well be 
proud, and the fruits of which should be jealously protected, not enly 
in England but in her distant possessions. We are pleased, therefore, 
though not wholly satisfied, with the answer which was given last 
night by the Colonial Secretary to Earl Grey on presenting a petition 
from certain inhabitants of the Straits Settlements, who conceived 
they saw, in the language used by Governor Ord in a despatch to Earl 
Granville on October 16, 1869, an invasion of this principle. The 
language to which the petitioners take exception was the following — 

“ Her Majesty's Government has laid down distinctly that there is no 
intention of permitting, in the case of the Settlements, a deviation 
from the important principle prevailing in all other colonie:, by which 
the Judges are placed under the control of the Executive in the same 
manner as other public officers.” 

The Supreme Court of the Settlements wag, from its first inetitution 
in 1807 until 1867, entirely independent of the local Executive, and 
good feeling and harmony generally existed between it and the Execu- 
tive ; but on the transfer of these Settlements, in 1867, to the Colonial- 
office, the judges became liable to auspengion by the Governor for any 
cause that might appear to bim sufficient, by a power contained in his 
commission, and to removal by him and the Executive Council, under 
the 22nd of George III. The residents of Singapore naturally felt 
alarmed at this change, for which they felt there was no necessity, es- 
pecially in these days of rapid communication, and they prayed to be 
replaced in their former position. It might have been necessary, as 
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remarked by Earl Grey, in early times, when the communication was 
alow avd ancertain between the Settlements and the Home Govern- 
ment, to place a strong power in the hands of the Governor, if an, thing 
like harmony was to be preserved between the several colonial officers. 
Bat the power of suspending a judge should only be exercised 
im the case of groas public misconduct on his part, and its exer- 
cise should be subject to review by the authorities at home. With 
the present meang of rapid communication between England and 
her possesvions, there was less necesssity for its existence at 
ail. Fortunately, in the present case, there was no specific exer- 
cise of authority alleged, but the minds of the inhabitants had 
been disturbed and alarmed, especially when the language of the 
Governor may have been read in connection with a despatch of the 
Duke of Buckingham, in which he gaid that members of the Legislative 
Council should not vote against the Executive. It ia absolutely 
essential to Government that subordination should exist between its 
Officers, but judges stand in a different position from other officers, 
for they have not so much to execute as to interpret the law. Lari 
Granville did not say that he would take steps to abolish the power of 
the Governor, but he stated that he had submitted the important con- 
siderations contained in the petition to the Lord President of the 
Council, with a request that he would lay them be'ore the judicial 
members of the Privy Council. They had framed a memorandum on 
the subject which would, he hoped, be sufficient to ensure the inde- 

endence of the judges. The class of men from whom our colonial 
Judges are selected are such thut we feel confident a sense of their own 
dignity and the dignity of the judicial office will be always sufficient te 
preserve them from any conduct that would bring upon themselves 
suspension from the Governor and scandal on the colony. 


SILK PRODUCTION IN EUROPE. 

Recenxt news from the silk-growing districts of France have 
created hupes and calmed the murkets; the condition of the 
mulberry trees is reported as excellent, and of course this is 
@ grand point, though the breeders still complain of the want 
of eggs, and of having paid too dearly for “seed” of doubtful 
quality. Besides this huwever, but it is impossible to avoid 
recognising the fact that even should the diseases which have 
80 long raged in France and elsewhere disappear entirely, silk 
production is never likely to return to its former condition. 
Baconus forbids it! And when the gods interfere poor 
man has no chance. M. pz Masquarp stated the case 
very clearly and ocurtly at the late Congress held at 
Lyons on the subject; he said, that the best thing to 
be done was to encourage the breeding of the worms in 
the North, for that even should the disease pass away com- 
pletely, sv as to bring back the old yield of from 96 to 120 
ibs. of silk from an ounce of eggs, a very small part of the 
mulberry trees that bad been grubbed up would ever be 
replanted. In the wine-growing districts labour is always 
too scarce and too dear to allow of dreaming even of silk- 
worm rearing ; none but mountainous districts, ill suited for 
the vine, would continue it. He concluded with an expres- 
sion of his conviction that the time would come when more 
silk would be produced between Calais and Lyons than be- 
tween the latter place aud Marseilles. These considerations 
give increased importance to the views entertained by many 
people, that England may produce silk for herself, aud perhaps 
we may some day see Devonshire, Corvwall, Channel Island, or 
South of Ireland silks quoted in the markets. An Imperial 
commission has been ordered by the Minister of Commerce 
to inquire intc the condition of the silk industry in the de- 
partment of the Bouches du Rhone, so we shall probably have 
more evidence shortly of the probabilities respecting the South 
of France. 

The Chamber of Commerce of Lyons has received an in- 
teresting communication from the French Minister at Yedo 
upon the Japanese method of rearing the Yama-mai worms 
in the open air, calculated to give hopes of something 
being eventually done with this species, which M. Guerni 
DE MEUNEVILLE has placed before the eyes of all Europe with 
so much perseverance. The Yama-maiis reared on a tolerably 
large scale in the provinces of Oshio and Sinchew, in the 
centre of the Isle of Niphon, the most important silk districts 
in Japan. The worms will feed on nearly all the varieties of 
oak and chestnut, but it is the Quercus serrata which is spe- 
cially cultivated for the purpose in these provinees ; but the 
trees are not allowed to exceed five or six feet in height. 
The young worms are first fed on branches of the trees 

laced in water, and while too much sun ie to be avoided, a 
ittle dampness is not feared. A few days after their first 
change the worms ate placed on trees in the open air, and 
there the frequent rain seems to do them no harm, while 
drought long continued weakens them, and watering is had 
recourse to. A point of importance is positively asserted in 
the report, namely, that the silk of the cocoon of the Yama- 
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mai is wound in the same manner as that of the ordin 
worm, only the Japanese put a small quantity of ash (wood 
ash, we suppose) iu the basins, which softens the hard gu 
matter that adheres to the silk. The Yama-mai silk is m 

in request in Japan, but is used mixed with ordinary silk, 
Samples of the fabrics thus produced were sent with the 
document in question, and judging from these the opinion 
was that the silk in question would produce tissues of great 
solidity and not wanting in brilliavey, and that beyond 
question the Lyon's spinners would give a good price for it 
if offered in sufficient quantities for business purposes, 

The Society of the Agriculturists of France offer a prize 
of the value of £120 to be awarded in 1872 to the author 
of the most practical and efficacious remedy for the silkworm 
disease, and the Marquis pz Guiestous adds a medal of the 
value of £12. M. Pasteur has published two volumes under 
the title of “Etudes sur les Muladies des vers a svie.” The 
first volume treats the two principal diseases—pcbrine and 
Jlacherie—and the means of combating them ; the second ig 
composed of documents relating to the mode of selection and 
rearing recommended by the author. 








TELEGRAMS VJA SAN FRANCISCO. 

A TELEGRAM in advance of the Pacific mail, dated Yoko. 
hama, April 22, iuforms us that “the Japanese Budget just 
presented shows a deficit of two millions sterling.” We have 
often pointed out the necessity of accepting these American 
telegrams from China and Japan with the greatest reserve, as 
they are evidently framed by persons entirely wanting in any 
special knowledge ef those countries. This one does not seem 
to be worth much. It is of course known that an assembly 
of some kind, which perhaps may by courtesy be called the 
Japanese Parliament, has been established since the MiKapo 
reassumed the supreme power, but how far its forms or prao- 
tices assimilate to those of the Legislative Assemblies of 
Western nations is entirely a matter of speculation, and we 
were certainly not aware that Japan had so rapidly advanced 
in civilisation as to have already a Chancellor of the Ex- 
chequer and an annual Budget. That the Government is 
hard up and would like to get two millions of money, or 
more if possible, we can readily believe, but that the 
“ Budget” spoken of in this telegram is an accurate state- 
ment of the national receipts and expenditure, prepared after 
the fashion of Mr. Lowe's, we caunot accept as at all likely. 





FRENCH MINISTER TO CHINA. 

Ir was stated confidently the other day that M. Jorrroy, 
Sub-director in the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, had accepted 
the post of Minister to Peking, and that he would leave for 
the East within two months. Fresh changes have however 
taken place in the Ministry, the Duc p—E GramMont is gazetted 
Minister of Foreign Affairs, and this may affect the appoint- 
ment of M. Jorrroy ; should it do so there may be still 
further delay, for it is understood that the Duc DE GRaMMONT 
will return to his post at Vieuna in order to deliver his letters 


of recall to the Emperor, and perhaps to await the arrival 
of his successor. 





Mr. Consut Knox's report on the trade of Bangkok for 
1869 is short, and presents no very important features. For 
three years the imports have remained almost stationary, 
and Mr. Knox states that unless a better wearing material 
than the cotton goods now seut can be manufactured at 
prices sufficiently low to tempt the people, the bulk of them, 
particularly the workers in the fields, will continue to ma 
nufacture their own from the cotton of the country, which 
is abundant enongh for the purpose. The total imports for 
1869 were valued at £751,870, and the exports £1,181,176. 





In reference to the memorial to the’ PosrMaSTER GENERAL, 
signed by several Bankers and Merchants in the India and 
China trade, on the subject of the Brindisi route, we understand 
that the PosraasTer-GrNeRAL has not made any communica- 
tion on the same to the Directors of the P. and O. Company. 
The opinion of the Directors in reference to the passage of 


their vessels through the Suez Canal we believe remains the 
same. 








ITALY AND JAPAN SILKWORM EGGS, 
The Italian Minister of Commerce, in announcing to the Chamber 
of Commerce of Brescia the terms of the convention respecting 
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foreigners visiting Japan, states that the legation made efforts 
last year to facilitate the purchase of good silkworm seed in Japan, 
and obtained authority from the Government of that country te 
make a scientific excursion into the interior of the silk producing 
districts; but it was found impossible to obtain any other ad- 
vantages. The Italian Consul at Yokohama also sends some par- 
ticulars respecting cards of seed. The eggs, if obtained from 
cocoons, of which not more than 10 per cent. are attacked by the 
disease called ug?, cost per cardabout2s. 4d. ; but whenthe proportion 
of diseased cocoons rises to 80 per cent. the eggs for each card cost 
about 21s,, the average being about 7s. 6d. at Yokohama ; to this 
must be added Government stamp, transport from the interior, 
commission, port dues, &c. The demand has caused the average 
price to rise, loss on exchange included, to 18s. 6d. at Yokohama. 
The trade in cards of eggs at the other ports open to strangers 18 
very limited, and the sced considered inferior. At Hakodadi cards 
of bivolting eggs abound, the price varying from 1s. to 53. At 
Niegeta which is little frequented, good seed is to be had at 13s. 
to 12s. Finally, at Hiogo and Nagasaki prices vary from lls. 6d. 
for cards of eggs of white quality to 7s. 6d. or 8s. for the annual 
green variety ; in all these cases, however, the transport to the 
port of shipment must be added. 








THE SINGAPORE PETITION TO THE HOUSE OF 
LORDS. ; 
The following is the petition referring to the independence of 
Judges in the Straits Settlements, presented to the House of Lords 


by Earl Grey on the 20th inst. :— 


That the Supreme Court of these Settlements was founded by Royal 
Charter in 1807, which was exteuded by another in 1826, and amended 
by a third in 1855, and that from its first institution until 1867 the 
judges held their office in entire independence of the local Exccutive, 
‘and were responsible solely to the Minister of the Crown. 

That under this tenure. which is the same as that of the judges of 
the Supreme and High Courts of India to this day, these Settlements 
porsessed practically all the advantages enjoyed in Enzland in the 
tenure of the judicial office ever since the Revolution of 1688. 


That under this system, sanctioned by Her Majesty's predecessors 
and by Her Majesty herself, the administration of justice was always 
respected, and barmony and good understanding beiween the Gover- 
nora and the judges were rarely disturbed. If the conduct of the 
latt.r was ever questioned, it was submitted to a great officer of State, 
who, not mixed up in the controversy and free from all local and 
pereonal feelings, decided with impartiality. The judges, though natu- 
rally lees experienced thau those of the Courts at home in certuin de- 
taila of professional experience, and though their sphere of action was 
distant from the authority which alone had the power to remove them, 
and though they were exposed to no other criticiem than that of a colo- 
nial Bar, press, and public, were at the same time called upon to ad- 
minister the law in all its different phases, and inso doing were never 
found inferior in purity and honour, and were always respected and 
trusted by all classes as upright and fearless. Much of this respect and 
confidence was founded upon the knowledge that they were indepen- 
dent of the local Executive, and that they had therefore no motive for 
fearing or propitiating it. 

That upon the tran-fer of these Settlements to the Colonial-office 
in 1867 the judges became liable to suapension by the Governor for 
any cause that might a; pear to him sufficient, by virtue of a power 
contained in his commission, and cven to removal by him and the 
Executive Council by virtue of the Actof the 22nd Geo. 3, c. 75. 


That great uneasiness and alarm are felt, quite as much among the 
various Eastern races as among the British residents of these Settle- 
mente, by this alteration. It is opposed to a fundamental principle 
which has been regarded at home for nearly two centurics, and now, 
also, by every other civilised nation, as one of the most eolid securities 
of the liberties of the people, and your petitioners think that there is 
no solid reason why the purity and diguity of the judicial office should 
de lees jealously guarded here. They regret and fear this change fur- 
ther because they have rea-on to belicve that the system now intro- 
duced is prejudicial to the colonies in which it is in foree. They be- 
lieve that any suspension of ajudge by the local Executive must be de- 
trimental to the community where it takes place, by impairing the 
public confidence in the Executive or in the judicial authority by lower- 
ing the position of the judge. aud by introducing discord between the 
heads of the two departments. 


The means of communication between this colony and England are 
now so frequent and rapid that your petitioners apprehend no practical 
inconvenience from any delay likely to arise from referring the conduct 
of a judge directly to the Secretary of State. But they consider that 
any delay would be a much lesser evil than the loss of judicial in- 
dependence ; not only would a local seandal be avoided, but the de- 
cision of the Minister would be accepted with respect and confidence, 
besides haviny the incidcntal advantage of being at once final. 


Your petitioners believe that the form of corruption to which judges 
are in these times exposed is that which is effec:ed not hy vulgar bri- 
bery and dishonesty but by fear ur favour, and to place judges in sub- 
ordination to the local Executive is to expose them to the influence of 
such feelings in a manner which may often disastrously affect their 
judgment. 

Deeply impreseed with the conviction of the paramount necessity of 
possessing judges strongly attached to the principle of independence 
as the only means of sceuring them, your petitioners pray that their 
judges may be restored to that position of independence which they 
held under the Government of India; and that the people of this 
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colony may have their judicial institutions again placed on a basis to 
which both reason and experience have taught them to attach the 
greatest va'ue, and the loas of whieh they regard as impolitic and 
deeply injurious to them.

THE OPIUM PETITION. 
The following is the petition of the “‘ London Missionary Society ” 
on which the debate noticed in our last eventuated :— 


1. That on various occasions in recent years religious and benevolent 
men in England have offered strong objections to the position oecupied 
by the Goveroment of India in reference to the opium traffic; and 
your petitioners are anxious earnestly to press upon the attention of 
your Honourable House the importance of inaugurating great changes 
in that position. 

2. That, making due allowance for certain benefits which, under 
competent medical advice, may be derived from the use of opium, it 
must yet he acknowledged that great evils of many kind. spring from 
the habit of opium smoking so prevalent in China ; and that fora long 
period the Chinese Government, by its edicts and other, administra- 
tive measures, bas endeavoured, with laudable anxiety, to repress the 
practice as injurious to its subjects. 

8. That, under these circumstances, it is a matter of deep regret to 
your petitioners that great English houses and mercantile firms con- 
nected with India shou'd engage in the opium trade, and push it so 
earnestly, simply for purposes of gain; but your petitioners are aware 
that such trade is free, and must be left tothe judgment and conscience 
of those who engage in it. 

4. That for along series of yeara the Government of India bas been 
the largest producer of opium in the world, and has reserved to itself 
the supply of the greatest market in which opium is sold. Jt has an- 
nually regulated the breadth of the opium cultivation by the demands 
of the China market; and, witha view to secure an increased revenue, 
it has stimulated the trade in various ways until it has reached its pre= 
sent enormous extent, and until the Indian Exchequer annnally receives 
from the opium duty an amount that has varied in recent years from 
five to eight millions sterling. 

5. That, under such circumstances, the Chinese Government and 
people not only observe the opium traffic pressed upon the ports and 
coasts of the Empire by foreign merchants, bat they contemplate the 
spectacle of a neighbouring Government encouraging, stimulating, and 
personally conducting the growth of opium, with a view to ruise @& 
large proportion of its revenue by a system which is specially obnoxious 
to the laws and customs of the nation among whom it knows it will be 
consumed. Such a proceeding would be a scandal under any circum~ 
stances, towards any European Government it would be simply intoler- 
able; but it is peculiarly a scandal when the Government eo acting 
professes to be guided by the spirit and the dictater, not of a heathen 
religion, but of the purest religion which the world has known. 

6. That your petitioners are aware that the syrtem which they deem 
go objectionable has grown up with years; and has attained such 
dimensions as to affect, ina very important degree, the revenue rystem 
of India. Nevertheless, like other great evils, they believe that itcan 
be successfully dealt with by men of wisdom and courage; can be 
settled by sound principles ; and that a settlement which is bused upom 
principles of morality can only be productive of national good. 

7. That your petitioners wculd remind your Honourable House that 
many able officers of the Indian Government, including Sir John Law- 
rence, have recommended that the Government of India should impose 
an export duty on all the opium sent abrond, as it now imporcs such 
a duty on the Matwa opium shipped from the harbour of Bombay. It 
is not for your petitioners to suggest how a revenuc from opium should 
be raised ; they cannot. however, withhold the expression of their deep 
conviction that it is necessary and right for the Government of India 
to give up altogether the production of opium ; to leave its cultivation, 
manufacture, and cale, under proper regulations, in the hands of private 
persons; and, in levying a tax upon such an article a3 opium, rather 
to consider how the moral and social evil with which it is assoc‘ated 
can be restricted within the narrowest possible limits, than calculate 
the profit which may be derived from it asa source of imperial revenue. 

8. That your petitioners consider that the present time is peculiarly 
suitable for the inauguration of such a change. Under the provisions 
of the new Convention the Chinese Government has increa-ed the im- 
port duty on opiuin ; thus, both recognising the existence of a traffie 
which it cannot suppress, and endeavouring ina greater measure than 
before to check it. Why should not the Government of India aleo 
assume towards the whole question the attitude which befits a Christian 
Government in dealing with those great social evils which only an 
elevated tone of public opinion can finally and radically cure. 

9. That your petitioners cannot but point out to your Honourable 
Houre that the position so long held by the Government of India in 
relation to the Government and people of China implies and ev:n con- 
atitutes a policy which ia in dircct opposition to that which the English 
Government through its Foreign Secretary bas pres-ed with great 
carnestne-a in its dealings with China during the past two years. For 
while the English Government has been striving to strengthen and 
build up the Imperial Government in China, the incessant pressure of 
the opium traffic in foreign hands tends ever to break itdown. Where- 
fore your petitioners humbly pray that your Honourable House will be 
graciously pleased at an early period to take such stepa as may be 
deemed adviaable, with a view to such a readjustment of the rel -tiong 
of the Indian Government to the opium traffic as may tend to the 
entire withdrawal by that Government from the cultivation and sale 
of opium withia the English provinces of India, and thus bring to an 
end the ayatem of raising a revenue from opium which has hitherto 
been followed in the presidency of Bengal.

A meeting has been held by theit importers of tea, to consider the 
present system of tea weights ; and it was resolved by the meet- 
Ing, which included the representatives of the leading firms, to 
alter the present system, and adopt the Customs’ standard of 
weighing and taring. 

In reference to the expedition of the Great Northern Telegraph 
Company, we understand that the lading of the cableon board the 
Danish frigate Tordenskjold will be completed this week. The Cella 
and Great Northern will follow shortly. As announced in our last, 
it is intended first to lay the Hong Kong and Shanghai section. 

At the meeting of the Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, 
held on the 17th inst., the following report of the directors was 
unanimously adopted. A notice of the meeting will be found in 


another column :— 

The directors bave now to submit to the shareholders a general state- 
ment and balance-sheet of the affairs of the bank for the past vear. ‘Tbe 
net profits for that period amount to £73,927 8s. 10.1., nearly 10 per cent. 
on the bank’s capital, out of which have been paid two half-yearly divi- 
dends equal to 8 per cent. per annum, ‘The balance, £13,927 83. 10d., 
is appropriated to the extinction of the bad debts of the year (which are 
small), and to the further reduction of those of 1866. The past half- 
year has been peculiarly unfavourable for exchange and banking busi- 
ness in the East, and the large augmentation of deposits, which would 
otherwise have been of advantage, has increased the difficulty of 
profitably employing the bank's funds, Under these circumstances the 
aggregate yrofit of the year will, it is hoped, not be considered unsatisfac- 
tory, and as the directors have already commenced to bring the rates of 
interest on deposits throughout the bank more in accordance with the re- 
duced value of money, it is confidently expected that the saving under 
this head will materially contribute to improve results hereafter. The 
balance of the old accounts is being liquidated with as little delay as is 
consistent with a careful realisation of the securities. It is with regret 
that the directors have to intimate the retirement of Mr. Ellis James Gil- 
man from the direction, in consequence of ill-health; as his successor they 
have much pleasure in recommending Mr. Edward James Daniell, of the 
firm of Messrs. Daniell and Co., East India merchants, London, who, from 
his long and intimate acquaintance with the Eastern trade, particularly 
that of India, is specially qualified for the office of director, and in accord- 
ance with the advertisement already issucd, an extraordinary meeting of 
shareholders will be held on the 19th July next, to fill the vacancy thus 
occasioned, The directors retiring from the board in rotation are Mr. 
George Garden Nicol and Mr, James Murray Robertson, who, being eli- 
gible, offer themselves for re-election, and the court recommend them ac- 
cordingly.

The tenders for £400,000 in bills on ‘India were received on the 
18th inst., when the amounts allotted were,—to Calcutta, £349,200; 
to Bombay, £5),000 ; and to Madras, £800. The minimum price 
was fixed at 1s. 103d. on the three Presidencies, and tenders on 
Calcutta and Madras at ls. 103d. will receive about 38 per cent., 
and on Bombay at that rate about 28 per cent, above in full, 
These results show a further diminution in the demand for means 
of remittance to the East. 

The Committee of the Stock Exchange appointed the 19th inst. 
a special settling day for the Imperial Government of Japan Cus- 
toms Loan for £1,000,000 sterling; the quotation is now to be 
marked in the official list. The current rate is 3 dis. 

An amended prospectus of the Colombo Gas and Water Company 
has been issued, by which it appears that interest at 5 per cent. 
per annum will be paid on the capital during the erection of the 
works. This will, no doubt, induce subscriptions more freely, as in 
schemes of this nature there is always a desire on the part of capi- 
talists to have some small return for their money at once. The 
capital asked is £75,000, of which £10,000 has been subscribed 
in Colombo ; this is a considerable security to subscribers of the 
value of the enterprise. The directors include several gentlemen 
who have gained experience in India and China as to the working 
of gas companies, and this is of the last importance to avoid 
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wasteful expenditure. The applications here already amount to 
a large proportion of the sum required, and the preliminary 
arrangements for the orection of the works have been made. 

The British Australian Telegraph Company (Limited) have noti_ 
fied that they are now in possession of the original concession 
granted by the Netherlands Government to land the cables on the 
island of Java, as well as a certified copy of the receipt of the 
Amsterdam agent of the Minister of Finance for the required 
caution money, which will be returned to the company—one half 
when the section of the cable is laid between Singapore and 
Batavia, and the remaining half when the cable between Java 
and Australia is completed. This subject is noticed in our cor- 
respondent’s letter from Rotterdam. 

At Lloyd’s the question of a seven days’ payment of losses 
after scttlement was decided in the affirmative by an overwhelm- 
ing majority upon ballot. It is clear that the modes or times for 
the payment of premiums are entirely a matter between the un- 
derwriter and the broker; but in losses the former is personally 
liable to the assured. In future the underwriters will be called 
upon to look at the two questions separately. Having to pay 
losses in seven days, they can give the brokers credit as long as 
they like, or settle the difference in account, setting the loss 
against the premiums which are due. 

Ata meeting of the members of Lloyd’s, in the underwriters’ 
room, the subject of requiring a money deposit from future under- 
writing members was discussed, and a committee appointed to 
consider and report on the advisableness of such a rule. A notice 
has been posted in the room of a resolution of the Average Adjus- 
ters’ Association, condemnatory of an alleged practice, referred to 
in The Times of the 6th inst., of adjusters granting discounts or 
allowances to brokers off the fees paid by underwriters for state- 
ments or adjustments of the claims of the assured, and also of any 
presents or gratuities being made with the view of influencing busi- 
ness. This resolution, it is understood, does not proceed from the 
London Association of Average Adjusters, with whom the commit- 
tee of Lloyd’s have for many months been in correspondence, 
which led to no satisfactory result, but from a larger Association of 
Average Adjusters, which includes not only the adjusters of London 
but those of Liverpool and other leading ports. 

The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company’s steamer 
Lera, from Southampton on the 14th inst., was in gold, to 
Bombay, £20,000 ; in silver, to Penang, £29,050; to Singapore, 
£19,500 ; to Hong Kong, £29,804 ; to Shanghai, £2,800 ; to Yo- 
kohama, £1,000 ; total in gold, £20,000 ; in silver, £82,154. 

The amount of bullion by the P. and O. Company’s steamer 
Delta, from Southampton on the 28th inst., was in gold, to Madras, 
£230; to Singapore, £119; in silver, to Singapore, £23,500 ; to 
Hong Kong, £12,422; to Shanghai, £41,615 ; total in gold, £349; 
in silver, £77,537. 

Bar silver is in demand for the Continent at 5s. O$d. per ounce, 
aud Mexican dollars for China at 4s. 11§d., but the supplies here 
are limited. A large amount of the latter, however, is expected 
from Vera Cruz. Most of these coins which have come to hand 
and subsequently been exported during the last six or eight months 
have been of new design, and have been viewed with some dis- 
trust by the Chinese, who appear to have become thoroughly ac- 
customed to the old coinage. The dollars coined during the reign 
of Maximilian have nearly disappeared. 

An extraordinary general meeting of the China Submarine 
Telegraph Company was held on the 26th inst.; Mr. John Pender 
in the chair. The Chairman stated that the object of the meet- 
ing was to confirm an agreement, dated the 13th May, between 
the China Submarine Telegraph Company (Limited), on the one 
part, and the Great Northern Telegraph, China and Japan Exten- 
sion Company of Copenhagen on the other part, the approval of 
which would be of benefit to the undertaking, and prevent the 
shareholders’ pockets being entrenched upon. In reply to questions, 
the chairman stated that the directors had no intention to alter 
the undertaking, except as regarded the line from Shanghai to 
Hong Kong. ‘hey were of the same opinion as regarded the 
favourable character of the undertaking as upon the day when 
the prospectus was iesued. The traffic of the British-Indian Sub- 
marine Company was very satisfactcry, coming up to anticipations, 
and the directors had no doubt of the China Submarine proving & 
very satisfactory investment. The agreement was consequently 
confirmed. 

At a special meeting on the 25th inst. of the Oriental Bank 
Corporation, it was decided to make a grant of £5,000 to Mr- 
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Harry George Gordon, the late chairman, in recognition of his 
services to the company for upwards of twenty years. The money 
4s to be invested by the directors for the benefit of Mr. Gordon's 
wife and daughters. 

The divers of the Salvage Association at Lloyd’s have recovered, 
for the interest of the underwriters, a large part of the cargo from 
the sunken wreck of the clipper ship Spindrift, lost on the coast 
of Dungeness, which has been disposed of at public sales, and has 
produced about £60,000. The amount of insurance on the cargo 
and ship was £230,000. 

The resolutions in favour of the Telegraph to India Company 
(Limited) being wound up voluntarily, and the transfer of its 
business and property to the British Indian Submarine Telegraph 
Company (Limited), were confirmed at the meeting held on the 
24th inst. It was also decided to distribute 3d. per share amongst 
the shareholders for interest to the 30th ult. 

The following is from The Times :— 

The rapid growth of mercantile intercourse with Japan is attracting 
much attention in the United Stutes, and an impression seems to be general 
that in a few years the Government of the island will bave been placed 
on a footing nearly in harmony with that of all commercial nations. Ac- 
cording to the Alta California, ‘the old mystery of the dual Government 
has already passed away, and all things have become new.” A certain 
leading article in the Japanese language in the AKiolo Record, the organ of 
the Mikado’s Government, is quoted, in which these changes are recog- 
nised, but are described as being consistent with the prjmary principles of 
the State. A desire ia expressed to throw open the country, and ‘make 
it as free as all foreign countries ;" but it is pointed oftt that after the long 
non-intercourse of former years all such movements must be gradual. 
They must be made “little by little, in proportion as the interests of the 
people can bear the change.” The Mikado and the Princes of the Imperial 
family, conjointly with the Princes of the territories, ‘shall debate to- 
gether, and so agree upon what seems to them to be the most improved 
form of Government.” Already it is permitted that the foreign Ministers 
may visit the Mikado at his capital, so that the old wall of sacred secla- 
sion bas been broken down. Further than this, the Mikado has issued a 
solemn proclamation, which, referring to the ancient theory that he was an 
isolated being, indifferent alike to the affections and the wants of the 
people, goes on to say that they bave indulged in *‘the foolish ancient 
habit of reverential awe towards him, but have seemed to know nothing 
else, and to understand nothing about what may bring danger or calamity 
upon the god-country.”” This, it is intimated, must cease, and the 
people must learn to respect the Imperial Government (net the Emperor 
alone) and the Imperial decrees. As for the future, the Mikado, humbly 
acknowledging his youth and inexperience, adds :— 

‘« But now the nations of the earth are greatly improved, and people fly 
hither and thither, while our country alone adheres to ancient fashions 
and habits, knowing nething of the movements of foreign nations. We, 
immured in our nine walls, care for none of the novelties of the outside 
world, forgetting thateven oné day’s neglect may cause a hundred years’ sor- 
row, and call down upon us the maledictions of all people, while disgracing 
our country before all the nations of the earth, as well as provoking the 
chagrin of all the Imperial ancestry. This great calamity to all the people 
we truly deprecate. Therefore, we have assembled all the Imperial 
household and Daimios to make this vow, so to endeavour to follow the 
footsteps of our Divine ancestors, and so diligently to rule Niphon by 
our own hand, as to save the people from all harm, making all the country 
free, and the people as secure as if their houses were built in the top of 
Fuji Yama. This is my sincere desire,” _ 


“This means,” observes the Alta California,— 

“That Japan has really been reconstructed, and that the long civil war 
which has shaken the empire has resulted in the destruction of the old- 
time mysticism of semi-priestly Government, and that the country is 
taking its place among the enlightened nations of the earth. Furthermore, 
nearly every trace of any autocracy is disappearing; in the very first sen- 
tence of the proclamation from which we have quoted, the Mikado says 
that ‘all Government concerns shall be settled by consultation with the 
people of all the provinces of the empire.’ It is not the least striking of 
the notable events of the time that Japan has at lost secured a Liberal 
Government which invites intercourse with all nations of the earth.”
